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INTRODUCTION. 


In the “Prologue to the Rule of the Third Order Regular of St. 
Francis” we are informed that he “having ordained for the men his 
first rule, called the rule of the Friars Minor, and his second rule for 
women, called of St Clare, hath also written the third rule, called of 
Penance, for retired persons remaining in the world, ecclesiastic and 
secular, married and unmarried, of both sexes,” which rule was confirmed 
by Pope Nicholas IV. 

It appears that in process of time pious persons of this third Rule or 
Order banded themselves together in religious communities, and took the 
usual vows of poverty, chastity and obedience. Pope Innocent VIII in 
1487 added the vow of enclosure, and Pope Leo X approved of the 
institute, granted it a rule founded on that of Nicholas IV, and declared 
the members to be true Religious. [Information from the Abbess of 
Taunton. ] 

Thus the nuns of the Third Order (Regular) are a development of and 
from the original Third Order (Secular). From a book called ‘The Rule 
of Penance of the Seraphical Father / St Francis / approved & confirmed 
by Leo X for Religious / Persons of the 3 Order of St Francis / By Br 
Angelus Francis/ Friar Minour/The First part—at Douay /1644/” it 
appears that (besides the Popes mentioned above) the Institute was 
approved by Sixtus IV, in 1480, in his Breve Ad Christi Vicarii: 
Clement VII, in 1526, in his Bull Ad uberis fructus; and Pius V, in 
1568, in his Bull Ea est officii nostri. 

The history of the Convent of Nuns of which this volume treats 
formally begins with the year 1621 ; but its first origin may be traced to 
1619, when two widows, Lucy Davis, nee Sleford, and Petronilla Brown, 
née Kemp, took the habit of the 34 Order at Brussels, in the Church of 
the Franciscan Friars, with the intention of setting up an English Convent 
of the Franciscan 374 Order. They were professed in 1620. They were 
joined by other ladies from England and a house in the Buck: Buere 
Street, Brussels, was purchased in the same year. These nuns were placed 
under the government of Sister Margaret de Castro (of the Convent of St 
James at Ghent, of the same 3" Order) and the Convent was formally 
inaugurated 9 Aug. 1621, in which month Mrs Davis & Mrs Brown and 
6 other sisters were professed. The Convent was dedicated to St Eliza- 
beth, and was subject to the English Province of Friars Minor, whose 
headquarters were at Douai, at the Convent of St Bonaventure. 

In September 1622 Sister Margaret Paul Radcliffe of the Convent of 
English Poor Clares at Gravelines (see C.R.S. xiv, pp. 25—173) was 
appointed Superioress: and in 1626 Catherine Frances Greenbury alias 
Wileox was chosen “ Mother,” being the first Superior elected by, and 
from among, the members of the Community. In 1628 the Conventual 
buildings were considerably enlarged, and in 1635 the Community lost 
several members, and their Confessor, by the Plague. 

In 1637, on account of the dearness of provisions, and the smallness of 
the enclosure, which it was impossible to enlarge, the Nuns, with leave of 
Superiors, removed to Nieuport, the new Convent being dedicated to Our 
Lady of the Angels. In 1640 Mother Margaret Clare West became 
Superior with the title of Abbess ; and in 1640 the Convent was enlarged 
by the purchase of some adjoining buildings, and a cemetery was formed, 
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In 1653 Mother Barbara Paul Perkins was elected Abbess, and in 1658 a 
colony was sent to Paris to start a Convent there: this eventually became 
the Convent of the Conceptionists or Blue Nuns, whose history has been 
recorded in vol. viii of the Catholic Record Society. Many years later 
(1805), after the catastrophies of the French Revolution, Sister Mary Joseph 
Edwards, one of the few surviving members of the Blue Nuns, joined the 
3rd Order at their Convent at Taunton. 

To return to the fortunes of the Mother House :—Mother Susan 
Gabriel Brinkhurst was elected Abbess in 1661, and in 1663 a removal was 
made to Bruges, where a house called Princenhoff was purchased, and 
dedicated to Our Lady of Dolours. The unhealthiness of Nieuport 
necessitated the change. In 1674 Mother Elizabeth Walton was elected 
Abbess, but dying in 1676 Mother Susan Gabriel Brinkhurst was re-elected ; 
who was succeeded in 1694 by Mother Mary Magdalen Smith, and she in 
1697 by Mother Henrietta Moore. 

About this time the Convent was in financial difficulties, like the whole 
body of English Catholics ; the ultimate cause of which was the repressive 
legislation of the usurper William of Orange. According to tradition 
its finances were restored by the business capacity of Mother Margaret 
Clare Roper, who was elected Abbess in 1700.” 

In 1719 she was succeeded by Mother Helen Metham, and in 1728 she 
by Mother Frances Teresa Hill; who resigning in 1745 was followed by 
Mother Ignatia Lawson. In 1770 there were 50 members in the Com- 
munity. 

The next Abbess (1782) was Mother Mary Gertrude Simeon Weld, 
whose mother also became a nun in this Convent, and was a considerable 
benefactress to it. 

In 1772 the Imperial Government began to interfere with the manage- 
ment of Convents, and forbad the taking of solemn vows before the age of 
25: in 1780 an Imperial edict forbad religious to be under any foreign 
Superior and in 1782 some Irish Franciscan Friars (from Louvain) arrived, 
with orders from the Court to subject the Convent to their Province. The 
nuns naturally and successfully objected, and were placed under the 
Bishop of the Diocese, who solved the problem by removing the unwel- 
come Irish Friars whom the Austrian Government had intruded, and 
allowing Fathers of the English Province to continue as before to act as 
Confessors. In 1784 the Emperor Joseph forbad the burial of the nuns in 
their own cemetery. He had suppressed several convents in 1783 and 
the Abbess fearing the same fate transmitted her invested funds to 
England, melted and sold the plate, disposed of the pictures and other 
valuables and in 1784 mortgaged the premises, 

Things became very unsettled owing to the Revolutionary Wars (circa 
1792): in 1793 the Convent was visited by the Duke of York, then 
commanding the British Army in Flanders, and by his brother, Prince 
Ernest Augustus, later. In 1794 the nuns were restored to the jurisdiction 
of the English Province O.S.F., but in the same year were compelled to 


* There is a tradition in the Community that about the end of the 17th 
century the Convent was so deeply in debt, and its income so small, that it 
was on the verge of dissolution. 

Many of the English Convents in the Low Countries were similarly 
distressed. These facts came to the knowledge of Pope Innocent XII, who 
sent large sums for their relief to the Abbot of St. Sauveur, at Brussels. On 
9 July 1700 the Abbot wrote to Reverend Mother Moore telling her of the 
Pope’s gift, and asking for an exact declaration of the state of the house, in 
order that he might forward a proper share. This was duly supplied, and 
in the Autumn the Convent received £200. [From the Conventual Annals.] 
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leave Bruges for a refuge in England. After many hardships they reached 
London in August, and were accommodated in a house in North Audley 
Street : after afew days they migrated to Winchester, where Abbey House 
was put at their disposal by Thomas Weld of Lulworth. 

In 1808 they removed to Taunton, where they still flourish, as does 
their school—which had been an annex of the Convent from early days. 
The moves had caused considerable financial strain, but by 1813 all debts 
were paid off. 

Abbess Weld died in 1801, and was succeeded by Mother J. Frances 
Chantal Howse. Later Abbesses have been Mother Winifred Teresa 
Berington (1830), Mother Frances Agnes Jerningham (1847), Mother 
Mary Gertrude Therry (1893), Mother Mary Hyacintha Ritherdon (1902), 
and Mother Mary Berchmans Kendal (1909). 

There are not many allusions to public affairs, either in England or on 
the Continent. The “sad declining years’’ of Charles the First, and “ the 
tumults [in England] being terrible for Catholics” are referred to on 
page 2, but the fall of James II, the repressive legislation of the usurper 
William of Orange, and the Jacobite movement all pass unnoticed. On the 
Continent the interfering behaviour of the Emperor Joseph, and of course 
the Revolutionary upheaval are recorded. 

The references to the Devotion to the Sacred Heart, the Feast of the 
same, the pious practice of the First Fridays, on pp. 223 and 231, are 
noteworthy. 

It only remains to note that in 1860, owing to increasing numbers, the 
Convent founded a Colony of 16 nuns, under Mother Frances Stanislaus 
Sidgreaves, at Woodchester, co. Gloucester, where they still flourish. 

The foregoing notes are mainly taken from the MS. “Annals” of the 
Convent compiled about 1833. Further information may be found in

At the Dissolution (1534) there were 73 houses in England and Scot- 
land belonging to the English Franciscan Province. Their houses were 
broken up and the members scattered, but the survivors were reassembled 
at Greenwich in 1553, by Cardinal Pole. They were expelled in 1559 by 
Elizabeth, some seeking refuge abroad while others remained in conceal- 
ment in England. Among these was Dr William Stanney (d. circ. 1626) 
who was Superior in 1614. In this year (others say in 1610) he admitted 
Fr John Gennings, who was destined to be the restorer of the Franciscans 
in England, and founder of the Second Province. F! Gennings was 
joined by some students from the English College at Douai and after a 
temporary residence at Ypres and Gravelines (where they were joined by 
other Englishmen who had become Franciscans in other houses of the 
Order in Belgium, Spain, and Italy) founded in 1618 the Convent of St 
Bonaventure at Douai. The English Province was completely and formally 
restored in 1629. The College or Convent at Douai was virtually closed in 
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1790 by the law prohibiting the taking of Religious vows, and the Fathers 
moved to Bruges where they set up a College. In Dec. 1791 the ten 
fathers left at Douai were placed under arrest, and in 1793 they took 
refuge in the house of the English Carmelites at Tongres, whence in 1794 
they migrated to London. They then numbered sixteen : in 1838 only 
nine survived ; jurisdiction over the Taunton nuns being given up in 1837. 
They left with the sisters their ancient Register which is here reproduced. 
Owing to the misfortunes of their latter days this manuscript is perhaps 
the principal surviving record of the persecution period of English Fran- 
ciscan history. 

The Province was, canonically, broken up circa 1841, but was restored 
in 1858 when the four survivors of the Second Province handed over their 
Seal to the Belgian Fathers who came to succeed them,and found the 
Third Province. 

During the existence of the Second Province six Friars!gave their lives 
as Martyrs for the faith and several died in Prison. The Friars did 
excellent work on the Mission: in 1668 it was reported that they were 
doing more for Religion in a day than other Missionaries could do ina 
month. (Prop. Arch., Scritture Referite net Congresst, Anglia t. I. f. 12). 

The sympathies of St Bonaventure’s seem to have been strongly Jacobite 
—if one may judge by the terms in which the usurper William bL.i6 
alluded to—never as King, but as the Prince of Orange (p. 278 “impia 
Principis Auriaci persecutio”) and the “ Orange wolf” (p. 281 ‘ Lupo 
Auriaco”’).

This volume of English Franciscan Records comprises the original 
records of the Franciscan Nuns, whose convent was first at Brussels, 1621, 
then at Nieuport, 1637, then at Bruges, 1662, then at Winchester, 1794, 
and is now at Taunton, since 1808, These records comprise (1) The Book 
of Clothings, etc., (2) The Book of Professions, (3) The Book of the Dead. And 
as regards the Friars of the English Province O.S.F., who (as is natural) 
appear so frequently in the records of the Franciscan Nuns, we have 
(4) The Necrology of the Friars Minor of the English Province of the Order of 
St. Francis, 1618—1761, which forms No. II of the present volume. 

Besides the above, and not included in the present volume, is The Annals, 
giving a general history of the Convent, compiled apparently about the 
year 1833. 

The transcripts have been made by members of the Taunton Com- 
munity, to whom, and especially to the Rev. Mother Abbess, I have to 
return my warm thanks for much valuable help,

THE Book OF CLOTHINGS, ETc., 1619 TO 1821, WITH CERTAIN 
COGNATE DOCUMENTS. 


This book is bound in white vellum, and measures 13 x 84 x 2 inches. 
It is inscribed on the outside, on the front, Of Clothings | of the Mothers | of 
the Confessors | of Professions. On the back is written Of Cloathings and 
Professions. What now-a-days constitutes the book of professions has 
evidently been cut out from this book, and bound up separately. 

Besides the Clothings the Book of Clothings contains every sort of 
miscellaneous record—election of Superiors, Chapters, Visitations, bene- 
factions, accounts, jubilees, subscriptions, migrations, etc. ; and is in short 
a general log-book of Conventual Memorabilia. 

The book contains about 462 pages ; pages 1 to 8 contain various notes ; 
on page 9 the Register of the clothings, etc. begins. These have been 
transcribed down to and including the Record of the 8th Election of Abbess 
Howse, 11 July 1821, which year, being the Bicentenary of the Convent’s 
Foundation seems to be a suitable point at which to break off. The 
Registers continue to page 396. Then come 4 blank pages, after which 
on page 4o1 follow “The Records continued from p. 182.” These finish 
on page 438. Three blank pages follow, after which on a page (erroneously) 
numbered 434 are some old records of gifts to the convent. The page 
numbered 437 is blank; on pages numbered 438, 439 and 440 are 
miscellaneous memoranda; and on page 441 the Record of the first 
Chapter of the English Franciscan Province begins and continues to 
page 446. The remaining 6 pages are blank.* 


* Pages 7 to 33 inclusive are in the handwriting of Fr. Francis Bel,O.S.F., 
the Martyr.

On the 5* of July brother William Rose of the 34 order of Saint 
Francis gave to our hous an originall Crosse of Mother Leuis of the 
Assention, it is sett in silver, he receaued it at the Saints owne 
hands when hee was in Spain) he gave it with condishon that it 
shoulde be kept in the Couent and not given away to any he was 
promised by the R¢ Mother that it should be kept as a memory 
of him, who at that time was named Sister Catherine francis. 

On the 22 of February and yere 1643 on M? William Walgrave 
Priest, a true friend to this our Monastery Gave Unto our Church 
a very faire encensur of Silver out of his singuler devotion to St 
Catharine, the Marter with desires that hir feast should ever be kepet 
very solem in this our Monastery with particular Music in the Mass 
to hir honor. 

In the Sad declining yeares and rainge of Charles the first : 
King of England, the tumults of that land being terrible especially 
for Catholikes. One Samuell Alexander and Jane Hercott a Single 
Copple : left England, and out of great devotion to this Monnastery 
and intire love and affection to a Vertuous Sister therin Called 
St Anne Bakar: tooke up ther Residence at this our Monastery 
then at Newport in Flanders, where living in all vertuous Sort: 
in some Roomes with out the enclosure within on Year and a halfe 
he finished his mortall dayes of a Speedy ConsuMtion, and according 
to his desires was buried in the Church of the Same monastery, 
and in the habitt of the Fryers Minors. His wife Surviving dedicated 
hir selfe intirely to the Service of the Monasterye taking Several 
daingerous Journeys into England for the helpe and assistance 
from whence reterning with a sore brest gotten in trauill and Labours 
about ther occations fell dangerously sick and for the love and 
esteeme borne to hir by all the Sisters she was with leave of 
Superiours carryed into the Infirmery of the Sister wher after few 
dayes she piously rendered up hir happie Soule to God and was 
layed in the Quire in the holy habitt, Vaile and Kercher and after 
buryed therin by hir Husbond one the right hand of the Alter 
in the same Church of our Monastery: for the love of God and 
there friend the afor named Sister Ann Baker they gaue to us 
in monny, plate and other gifts of worth neere five hundred Pounds 
English : and would have given thowsands had thay bine able. 
Wherfore I S‘" Margarite Clare Unworthy Abbess of this Monastery 
. humbly entreat of those that shall succeed mee in the government 
of this holy Community: that ther love (in our Lord) be never 
forgotten but that for ever : on the rr of December on w¢ day he 
dyed and she on the 11 of July, the Couent Mass be offered and sayed 
for ther Soules and the Sisters put in mind to hear it for the same end. 
She suruiued after hir husbond only two Years and both lives for 
ever I hope with our Lord Jesus. 

Requiescant in pace. 

1664. It hath bene thought convenient to insert y® names 
or Benefacters or friend yt contributed to compleat our house 
or Monastary in little Charities, first of ye Church.

The 4 or Lowermost next the Quire Grate or dower are 
the Armes of the Free of Bruges, yt Gave the window. 

All thess were most procured by the favour and intreatys 
of our deceased friend St Marck Dogniate.

All the best Picturs of our Quier were given by our most worthy 
Benefactor Mt John Ravenscroft, only y® Pictir of our Ble¢ Saviour 
y' is placet under our holy ffather St Francis & Mo: St Elizabeth. 
We» Pictur of our Bled Saviour : was y® Glorious Martyr St Thomas 
Moores, & much esteemed by yt most holy man for rare painting 
in thos dayes, he bare great Devotion to it. 

The Windows of our Cloyster in Princin Hoff alsoe given. 
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The first Windowe next the East or Ould Schoole procured 
by St Bridgitt Francis alias Dermer, the Armes are of her Father 
& Mother togather. 

The 24 Window by our most R@ Mother Susan Brunckhurst 
Abbess completed to y® Armes y* are not yet had but place left 
to writ them here: 

The 34 Windowe S‘ Dorothy of the Imaculat Conception allia 
Englefield procured: & y® Armes are ye Lord Waldegrave & her 
Fathers St Francis Englefilde given by her sister y° Lady Waldegrave 
Dowager.

see thees presents Everlasting health in our lorde. 


* The writing of Fr. Bel, O.S.F., the Martyr, begins here. 
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Seeing that the English Religious sisters, bee admitted and re- 
ceived for the instituting and founding of a monasterie of the third 
Rule of saint Francis heer in Bruxelles: And wheras according 
to our statutes no Convent can of newe be received, without speciall 
licence obteined in wrighting of the Generall minister or of his 
Comisarie Generall: Hence it is that wee by the tenour of these 
presentes do give licence to erect the sayde Convent in the sayde 
cittie, numbering it and willing and comanding in virtue of holy 
obedience that it be numbred and holden among and for one of 
the Convents of the Province of England, and in all and everie 
thing bee subiect to the Provinciall Minister and other superiours 
of the sayde Province that for the time are or for ever at anie 
time heerafter shall bee, for the creditt and in testimonie wherof 
we have signed thees presents and confirmed them with the great 
seal of our office. 

Given at Bruxelles in our Convent of the friers minours the 
go day of August in the year 1621. And it was subscribed fr 
Servus fr Andreas A Soto Comissarius generalis and the seal was 
pressed upon it in white wax. 

The originall of thees patents is kept in the Archive of saint 
Bonaventures colledg in Douay to which this cloyster is subiect.

Heer followeth the Register of S. Elizabeths Cloyster in Bruxelles, 
in the Buck Buere street ; which is of English sisters of s. Francis 
third Rule, and is founded under the obedience of the Province 
of England : by the sole industrie and labours of the verie Reverend 
father, fr Jhon Gennings, of the order of freers Minours, then 
vicar generall, and after, Minister of the aforesayde Province, 
in the year of our lorde 1621. The most R¢@ father fr Andrew 
a Soto his comissarie in the lowe countries, England, etc. 

The R4 father, fr. Francis a St@ Clara the first Confessarius 
that this cloyster ever had, as constituted at the first beginning 
therof, after Comissarie to the Generall chapter at Rome, having 
ended his Guardianate over S. Bonaventures Colledge in Doway 
being President, and Comisarie, cum plenitudine potestatis, for 
ending and determining the affaires of Graveling and founding 
the Poore Clares in Ayre, now constituted visitour for the Provinciall 
of England, in the act of his visitation caused this Register to be 
made and reserved in the Archive of the Cloyster according to the 
generall statutes of the seraphicall and Apostolicall order of S. 
Francis, Chap. 4, § 16. 

In the first parte of this Register, are sett downe the names of 
all such as have taken the habit of probation, with the year and the 
day on which they tooke it, Also the age of such partie, the names of 
theyr Parents and the place where they were borne. 

There is moreover sett downe the elections of the Mothers, 
as well the vicariss as the Abbess, the ordeing of the Confessours 
and theyr Companions, the names of such Children as have had 
theyr education heer and what became of them: and the building 
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of the howse: the names of all such as have at anie time served 
the Cloyster, with the day that they began to serve, and when 
they left to serve. finally all such as have upon any title lived 
on or belonged to the cloyster. In the latter part is sett downe 
the name, year, and day of everie one that hath made the profession 
in this howse: under what Mother shee professed and who assisted 
and received her Profession. The profession of everie one is also 
subscribed with her hand that professed, the Reverend Mothers 
hand, the mistress of Novices hand, and his hand that received 
the profession. 

Last of all folio . . .* is set down the Table of the Provincial 
chapter of the Province of England holden heer on the first of Decem- 
ber in the year of our Lorde 1630 written by brother Francis Bell, 
in the year of our Lorde 1629.+ Coimianded to doe it by the R@ 
father visitour, in his visit, the 23 of september 1629. 


TAKE HOLDE OF TIME BEFORE 


Lucie Sfeforde, borne at Willesthorp in Lincolneshire, daughter 
of Thomas Sleforde and Lucie williams. Being a widowe by the 
death of her husband Henry Davis: tooke the habit of probation 
of the third order of s. Francis in the Convent of the freers Minours 
in Bruxelles, at the hands of the R4 father, fr. Baldwine Cranendonck 
on the 25 of May in the year of our Lorde 1619 in the 53 year of 
her age: and was called in profession Lusie Angela. 

Petronilla Kemp, borne at Alington in Kent : the Daughter of 
Francis Kemp, whose father was sir Thomas Kemp knight; and 
of Elianor Carie, whose father was called Jhon Carie: after the 
death of her husband, called Jhon Browne, in the 46 year of her 
age shee tooke the habit of probation of the third order of s. Francis 
in the convent of the freers Minours in Bruxelles at the hands of 
the R@ father Guardian of the same, fr. Baldwine Cranendonck 
on the 25 of May in the year of our Lorde 1619, and was called 
in the order Petronill Clare. 

These 2 by speciall privelige and permission of superiours of 
the order, although they lived not in Cloyster, yet were permitted 
to weare in publike the gray habit with the Corde, and scapular, 
and a Kerchef upon the head, because they tooke the habit with 
intention to sett up a cloyster of theyr nation and order, which 
(having on the 29 of May anno 1620 made publike profession of 
the order in the Convent aforesayde and in the hands of the same 
Guardian fr. Cranendonck) they brought to pass through the grace 
of God in this maner following. 

In the year 1620 an olde Reverend father of the freers Minours 
in England, named fr. William Stanney, desired by his letters 
one of the foresayd widowes to come into England to deal with 
the Provinciall for the furthering of theyr intentions in setting up 
the cloyster intended.

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About the feast of Pentecost sister Petronill went over into 
England and about the end of november returned bringing with 
her another widowe, called Catherine Greenberie, 

In the year of our lord 1621 sister Petronilla, called by the 
Provinciall, went over the second time into England and in July 
returned with 6 virgens: Provided by the Provinciall, and all 
together were cloathed with the habit. 

By thees was bought a howse and seate for the beginning of 
the monastery, at the price of 750 pound sterling : situate in Buck- 
buere Street in Bruxelles: and they were cloathed in the order 
following. 


1. Catherine Greenburie, the daughter of Richard Greenburie, 
and Katherine Dalbie; borne at Yorke, and maried to Rouland 
Wilcox silkman and citizen of London: after the death of her 
husband tooke the habit of probation of the third order of s. Francis 
at the hands of the most R4 father fr. Andrew a Soto Comisarie 
generall of the order in the lowe countries and England etc. in the 
chapel of the foresayd howse bought in the Buckbuere street, 
on the 7 of August 1621, in the 26 year of her age. She was called 
in the order Katharine Francis. 

2. Elizabeth Loueden, the daughter of Thomas Loueden, 
and Aidie Stafferton, borne in Barksheer tooke the habit of probation 
of the third order of s. Francis in the place, day and yeare with the 
other at the hands of the foresayd fr. Comissarie in the 27 year 
of her age, she was called in the order Elizabeth Agnes. 

3. Dorothy Hockley, the daughter of William Hockley and 
Dorothy Whiting (who was neece to R@ Lord 
Whiting Abbot of Glastenburie executed for the Dorothea Hocley 
Catholique faith by King Henry the 8) borne at RASC MiG MRP 
Hanny in Barkshire, tooke the habit with the others ae Dcben ik 
as before, at the age of 25, and was called in the  stylo veteri. 
order Dorothe Francis. 

Margerie Hockley, sister to the other Hocley both by father 
and mother tooke the habit of probation with the others as before 
in the 20 yeare of her age, she was called in the order Martha Giles 
of S. Francis. 

5. Francis Eveleigh daughter of Thomas Eveleigh etc. was 
cloathed as before: but left the habit. 

6. Marie Holt, the daughter of Francis Holte and Faith Brad- 
borne: borne in Staffordsheer took the habit with the others as 
before in the 16 year of her age she was called in the order Marie 
Bonaventure. 

7. Catherine Holt sister by father and mother to Marie Holte, 
borne in worcestersheer tooke the habit with the others as before 
in the 15 year of her age she was called in the order Catharine 
Magdalen. 

By obedience of fr. Comissarie generall was called from s. Jacobs 
cloyster in Gant sister Margarite de Castro, and made the Reverend 
Mother of this howse. 
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By his obedience was also called from the Cloyster of s. Francis 
third order in Valencine, sister Beatrice Ramires, and made the 
Mother vicariss. 

By obedience also of fr. Coriissarie generall was called from 
s. Bonaventures Colledge in Doway the R. father fr. Francis a S'4 
Clara and made Confessarius of the howse : he had for companion 
Br. Bonaventure a Sto Thoma, and after a while, fr. Anthonie 
a Sto Johanne both of s. Bonaventures Colledge in Doway. 

8. Lucie Sleford, and Petronill Kemp were now of newe 
cloathed with the rest in order to Religious life, [9] and appointed 
as lay sisters to serve without. 

In Autumne of the year 1621 the R4 father Provinciall of England 
sent over mt Thomas Eveleigh with 7 other virgens to which was 
added the eighth called Ann Gernagam brought upp with the 
Jesuatresses at saint Aumers, thees 8 were 

10. Elizabeth Finch the daughter of Anthonie Finch, and Anne 
Duke, borne at Grovehurst in Kent, tooke the habit of Probation 
in the 25 year of her age: the 22 of November in the year 1621, 
and was called Elizabeth Francis. 

iz. Margaret Everleigh the Daughter of Thomas Everleigh 
and sister to Francis Everleigh etc. 

12. Jane Yates, Daughter of Thomas Yates, and Marie Trejean 
who was the daughter of Francis Trejean whose bodie is kept in 
the Jesuites church at lisbon in Portugall with great veneration. 
tooke the habit in the 16 year of her age, together with the others. 

13. Margarite West, the daughter of Richard West, and Mar- 
garite Persons, borne in worcestersheer tooke the habit in the 
20 year of her age togither with the others (her mother died through 
the evill treatie of the pursevants in the persecution made by 
King James) she was called Margarite Clare. ' 

Jane Yates before set downe, was borne at Islington 2 miles 
from London, but her father is of Barksheer. she was called in 
the order Jane Francis. 

14. Francis Bacon, the daughter of Jhon Bacon and Elizabeth 
Pannell, borne at Sckultrupp in Norfolke, 10 miles from Norwich, 
took the habit in the 31 year of her age together with the others 
and was called in the order Marie Francis. 

15. Marie East the daughter of Richard East, & Sara West : 
tooke the habit with the others in the 20 year of her age, and was 
called in the order Marie Clement. 

16. Ann Gernegan the daughter of George Gernigam and 
Predicta Anna = Elianor Philpot, borne at Winchester in Hamp- 
Prt tdi saseheps shire, tooke the habit with the others in the 20 
1625. year of her age and was called Ann Magdalen. 

17. Grace Bray the daughter of...... she had long served 
the Lady Dormer at Wing in Bukkinghamshiere and took the habit 
with the others in the 52 year of her age, she was called in the order 
Marie Ludovick. ; 

All these 8 virgens tooke the habit of probation of S. Francis 
3 Rule at the hands of the Comissarie Generall fr. Andrewe A Soto, 
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on the 22 of November in the year 1621 in the Chappel of the 
newe begunn monasterie of which we treat. 

How the Mother was changed. 

The 10 of September 1622, Margarite Radcliff called in the 
order Margarite Paule, and Elizabeth Radcliffe her sister called 
Barbara Collett : were by obedience called from theyr Monasterie 
of Poor Clares in Graveling and arrived at this Monasterie of s: 
Elizabeth where the R. fr. Comissarie fr. Soto who by his obedience 
had called them Constituted Sister Margarite Abbess of the howse 
and her sister Elizabeth vicaress and instructrice of the younge. 
At the same time he sent the other mother and her vicaress either 
of them to the severall howse of theyr Profession. The R& fr. 
Confessor fr. Francis a S'# Clara, was at this time also by obedience 
of fr. Comissarie generall, sent to Read Divinitie in s. Bonaventures 
Colledge in Doway and the R4 fr. Bonaventure Jackson, 4 years 
proesident of that Colledge, was made Confessour of this howse 
all by obedience of the Comissarie. 

In the year of our lorde 1622, on the 9 of August in the chappel 
of this monasterie, at the hands of the most R¢4 father fr. Andrewe 
A Soto; received the habit of Probation of the third order of s. 
Francis: thees 3 following. 

18. Philippe Powell, called in the order Winifrede Magdalen : 
at the age of 16 yeares tooke the habit : she was borne at Oxforde : 
her father was called Edmond Powell, and her mother Cecilie 
Hoggs. this Philippe Powell died on the 6 of July 1629, leaving 
all the communitie most mightilie aedified to see her most happy 
end, she died of the small pockes, in most perfect memorie and most 
hartie devotion she received the last sacraments of the Church 
the day before her death. 

19. Marie Gernegam,* the daughter of George Gernegam and 
Elianor Philpot, borne in Hampsheer at Winchester Castle tooke 
the habit in the 20 year of her Age and was called in the order 
Marie Ignatius: she became an excellent organist. 

20. Elizabeth Gernegam, sister by father and mother to Marie 
and Ann Gernegam, and borne at the same place, tooke the habit 
with her sister Marie the 18 year of her age and was called in the 
order Angela Alexius. She song musick well. 

In the year of our Lorde 1623, the 22 of June: were cloathed 
with the habit of probation thees 2 following. 

21. Letice Quinzemond (vulgo) Kinsman, the daughter of 
Maurice Kinsman and Margarite Sanders: borne at Lodington 
in Northamptonsheer, maried to Robert Whitebred of Essex 
after his death tooke the habit the 24 year of her age, and was 
called in the order Clare Francis. 

22. Theophila Tichborn the daughter of S* Gualter Tichborn 
in Hampsheer, and Mary White ; borne at Tichborn in Hampsheer. 
tooke the habit in the 22 year of her age ; and was called in the order, 
Barbara Angel.

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This year fr. Comissarie made a newe Confessor of this howse : 
the tenor of whose obedience faithfully translated into English 
is as followeth. 

fr Andrewe A Soto Comissarie generall with plenitude of power 
in both courts over the Provinces of Belgia, Colain, England, 
Ireland, and Scotland: and Confessour to the most gracious ladie 
the Infanta of Spaine: To the venerable father fr. Francis Bel, 
Confessour and Preacher, health. Whereas by reason of the 
Mission of the venerable father fr Bonaventure in to England, 
it behoveth vs to assigne a Confessour to our English sisters of the 
third order of our Seraphicall father S. Francis, in Bruxelles: 
Thee of whose aptitude to undergoe such a function we have suffi- 
cient testimonie by the tenour of thees presents, we do assigne 
and institute confessour of them, with merite of holy obedience, 
Commanding by obedience all the sisters of the foresayde Convent 
to receive thee for such confessour, Dated in our Convent of freers 
Minours in Bruxelles, this 30. day of July 1623. 

this obedience was writen with his owne hand, sealed with the 
great seal of his office, and subscribed fr. Andreas A Soto Comis- 
sarius generalis, and read at the grate of the parlour, by fr. Bona- 
venture Jackson. 

23. Elizabeth Ingiebie, the daughter of Sampson Inglebie 
and Jane Lambert borne at Spoffert lodge by Knaresboroug in the 
Countie of Yorke tooke the habit of probation in the 22 year of her 
age, and was called in the order Elizabeth Joseph. 

24. Marie Inglebie the daughter of Jhon Inglebie and Katherine 
Babthorp borne at Harewel in Yorksheer took the habit of probation 
in the 26 year of her age; she was called in the order Marie a Sta 
Cruce. : 

25. Grace Ingilbie, sister by father and mother to Marie Inglebie 
and borne at the same place within a mile, at Dacres hall: tooke 
the habit of probation in the 25 year of her age and was called 
in the order, Francis Clare. Anno Domini 1628 in September 
she was made maistress of the novicis, By authoritie of R™° fr. 
Comissarie, who at that time visited the cloyster. 

These 3 were the grand children of St William Ingilby of Ripley, 
and theyr vncle Francis Ingilby was a priest and martyred at 
Yorck in the persecution of Queen Elizabeth. they received the 
habit all 3 together at the hands of fr. Cofiissarie, fr Andrew 
a Soto the 14 day of September in the year of our lorde 1623. 

26. Marie Gawen the daughter of Thomas Gawen and Gertrude 
Bluet : borne at Brambridge in Hampsheer; tooke the habit of 
probation in the 18 year of her age and was called in the order 
Marie Joseph. 

27. Gertrude Gawen the daughter of Thomas Gawen and Ger- 
trude Bluet: borne at Norrington in wilsheer tooke the habit 
in the 16 year of her age, and was called in the order Gertrude 
Francis. 

Thees 2 sisters were cloathed with the habit by the R¢ fr 
Comissarie fr Andrew A Soto on the g day of November 1623.

28. Grizil Doleman, the daughter of Sir Robert Doleman, 
and Hellen Mallorie: borne at Gunbie by Holden* in Yorcksheer 
tooke the habit of Probation at the hands of the Comissarie fr 
Andrew A Soto in the 19 year of her age on the 24 of June in the 
year of our lorde 1624. she was called in the order Marie Baptist. 

29. Marie Skinner, the daughter of Anthony Skinner and 
Elizabeth Gage, the one borne at Rouncton in warwicksheer, the 
other at Bently in Sussex, where Marie was borne we could not 
know, but it is thought at Bently where her mother was borne: 
she tooke the habit of probation in the 22 year of her age: and 
was called in the order Marie Bonaventure. she dyed the 24 of 
July 1629 of the small pockes very holyly and with great edification.

within fewe months of her owne accorde. 

31. Margarite Holte the daughter of Francis Holte and Faith 
Bradborne : was borne at London, and tooke the habit with the 
others in the 16 year of her age : she was called in the order Margarite 
lawrence. 

32. Sara Chenery, the daughter of Richard Chenery and Sara 
Scriuuin : borne at Barton milles in Southfolke, tooke the habit 
in the 17 year of her age, and was called in the order Marie Peeter. 

33. Margarite Franck: the daughter of George Franck and 
Elizabeth Becquith : borne at Knighton in Ritchmondsheer, tooke 
the habit in the 19 year of her age, and again at 24, see after folio 9. 

Thees 5 imediately going before tooke the habit all together 
on the 10 of August 1624 at the hands of fr. Comissarie General 
fr. Andrewe A soto, and the last of them was cloathed to serve 
without for a lay sister, and after half a year turned out. 

34. Marie Perkins the daughter of Francis Perkins and Mar- 
garite Elstone : borne at great Berington in wilsheer tooke the habit 
in the 17 year of her age : and was called in the order Marie Hierom. 
She song musick and played on the base vial. 

35. Jane Perkins, sister by father and mother to Marie Perkins 
and borne at the same place: tooke the habit together with her 
in the 15 year of her age. She was called in the order Barbara 
Paule. She was sckilfull in prickt-song, and played singularly 
well upon the treble viall. Thees 2 sisters were the first that brought 
musick in vse in this Quire. 

36. Dorothe Dominick the daughter of William Iremonger, 
and Dorothy Erswick, borne at Chatcull in Staffordsheer tooke the 
habit in the 15 year of her age. she was called in the order Dorothe 
Dominick, before, after her father’s name Iremonger. 

Thees 3 immediately going before tooke the habit all together 
at the handes of the verie R4 father fr Jhon Gennings Minister of

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the Province of England: vpon the 4 day of August in the year 
of our lorde 1625, in the chappel of this monasterie. 

37. Ann Pavie, the daughter of Robert Pavie and Cecilia 
Granger: borne in London, and Maried to Jhon Harrison, alias 
Green: after his death tooke the habit of Probation at the hands 
of fr. Gennings, Minister of the Province of England on the 12 day 
of August in the year of our lorde 1625 in the 44 year of her age, 
and was called in the order Ann Delphina. 

38. Jane Roberts the daughter of Jhon Roberts, and Gainor 

wenne: borne at Mould in Flintsheer tooke the 
‘Mould is a habit of Probation in the 30 year of her age at 
Pa sare aia the hands of Br. Francis Bel with licence of 
winefrides well.’ {¢ Francis a S‘ Clara then Guardian of s. Bona- 

ventures in Doway to which this monasterie 

is subject : on the 25 of March in the year of our 
lorde 1626. She was called in the order Jane Anthonie. 

39. Jane Iremonger: the daughter of william Iremonger 
and Dorothy Earswick, borne at Chatcull in Staffordsheer tooke 
the habit in the 15 year of her age at the hands of Br. Francis Bel 
with licence of fr. Guardian of s. Bonaventures in Doway: upon 
the 26 of March in the year of our lorde 1627. VWnder the name of 
Jane of the cross. After a year and a quarter when by no medicines 
she could be cured of a defluxion in her eyes which was vehement 
she was forced to returne into England having for her cure first 
suffered great paine of Cauterium and manie sharp applications. 

On the 28 of September 1626, sister Margarite Paule having 
been Abbess some what more than 4 yeares, was dismissed with 
her sister the vicaress and they were sent home verie honorably 
to the howse of theyr Profession in Graveling by obedience of the 
most R¢@ fr F. Joseph Bergaigne Comissarie Generall with all 
Power as his predecessour had fr Andrew a Soto who dyed on 
the 5 of Aprill 1625. 

A Translation and copie of Mother Margarites Obedience. 

fr. Joseph Bergaigne Definitor of the whole order of the freers 
Minours and comissarie General with full Power over the Provinces 
of Belgia, Germanie, England, Ireland and Scotland : to the venerable 
mother in Christ, mother Margarite Paul of the order of Poore Clares, 
health in our lord. Whereas before some years, by the ordinance 
and Command of our praedecessor in the office of comissarie, of 
happy memory thou hast been called from the monasterie of thy 
profession in Graueling: that thou mightest by example of life 
and by thy prudence, found in regular discipline a certain newe 
monasterie of the Third Rule of our holie father S. Francis, of sisters 
of thy nation: and to that end hast been instituted mother or 
superior of the same monasterie: And in the mean time for full 
4 years, with no less fruict then prayse, and great congratulation 
not only of the sisters but also of the strangers, hast governed 
the same monasterie, and promoted it to such observance of regular 
life, and so instituted the sisters thereof, as wee are most confident, 
that bearing in mind the things they have been taught by thee, 
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and cleaving to thy doctrine and footsteps, for the time to come, 
by the grace of God they shall be sufficient to themselves and of 
theyr owne bodie or comunitie may have a Mother by whom they 
may be directed. 

Hence it is that we considering the state of thy Profession by 
which the necessitie cesseth, we cannot anie longer (notwithstanding 
the petitions and tears of the sisters of the third Rule over whom 
thou hast so laudably governed) detein thee out of the monasterie 
of thy profession, Chiefly being that the sisters of thy foresayd 
monasterie of Graveling, have with no less instance divers and sundry 
times demanded, and out of the love and affect wherwith they desire 
thy return, by right as it were exacted that we should send thee 
back. we have thought good by virtue of thees presents, with 
thancksgiving to discharge thee of the burden and office which 
hitherto thou hast borne and performed, and to give thee licence 
whereby with the first oportunitie thou mayest betake thyself 
to the monasterie in which thou wast professed and the sisters that 
are of the same profession with thee, for the time to come to dwell 
amongst them vnder the obedience of the venerable Mother Abbess, 
and to be to her according to the grace thou hast received from 
Almighty God a Counseller and helper, and to all the sisters like 
as hitherto thou hast bene at Bruxelles an exemplar of religion. 
We commend thee therefore to the mother Abbess of our often 
mentioned monasterie of Graveling and to all the sisters thereof. 
Commanding them in merit of holy obedience that mindfull of thy 
labours and merits, they receive thee with due charitie and reverence, 
and by reason of thy office which so worthiely thou hast performed, 
they give thee the first place after the vicaress, and admit thee 
and heare thee in voices and counsells among the discreets of the 
monasterie the first after her, notwithstanding that perchance the 
number of the discreets is alreadie full in the monasterie according 
to the praescript of the rule, in which case by the plenitude of power 
comitted to vs wee dispens, vntill in the next visitation we ordain 
all things according to the exigence of the Rule and statutes. go 
on thy way prosperously with the blessing of God and merit of 
obedience, at Bruxelles the 28 of September 1626.

fr Joseph Bergaigne etc. as before in the other to Sister Elizabeth 
Collet Professed of s. Clares order health in our lorde etc. Whereas 
before fower yeares thou hast been called by the obedience of our 
predecessor of happie memorie, to be vicaress of our monasterie 
of the third Rule, of sisters of thy nation in Bruxelles: and hast 
performed that office with great praise and good example of the 
sisters, and now, at the instance of our monasterie, of sisters in 
Graveling, and thy humble petition. we have decreed to remitt 
thee to the monasterie of thy profession : Hence it is that by virtue 
of thees presents giving thee thancks for thy faithfully employed 
labours we give thee licence and in merit of holy obedience do 
enioyne thee that after the receipt of thees thou betake thy selfe 
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to the sayd monasterie together with the venerable sister Margarite 
of S. Paule to dwell in the same for the time to come vnder the 
. Obedience of Mother Abbess, who by this same obedience, shall 
be bound to receive thee into the number of sisters and also of 
discreets of the monasterie, and in some part of recompens of thy 
labours and merits, to favour thee in all things wherein with Religion 
she may.

and go on happilie. At Bruxels the 28 of September 1626. 

Thees 2 obediences were sealed with the seale of his office and 
subscribed fr Josephus Bergaigne Commissarius generalis. 

This cloyster had the education of thees children Francis Gernegam 
sister to the gernegams spoken of before: she after became a nunne 
in the English cloyster of s. Augustines order in Lovaine. Mar- 
garite Holte, spoken of before: Clare Holt her sister, that died 
of 13 yeares olde and is buried in s. Francis habit in this cloyster. 
Katherine Gernegam sister to the other Gernegams. Dorothe and 
Jane Iremonger, spoken of before. Francis Spurret of whom 
mention shall heirafter be made. Hellen Knevet sister to that 
Knevet of whom we shall heerafter also speak. Marie wilcox 
the Daughter of Katherine Greenberie before spoken of and now 
to be spoken of againe. 

The 20 of September Anno Domini 1626 sister Catherine Francis 
was, in the visitation of fr Comissarie Bergaigne, 
this was the by Commun suffrages elected Mother of this 
BEF Ae Cloyster, and by the same fr Comissarie Confirmed. 
Sister Elizabeth Agnes was at ,the same time 
by Comun suffrages chosen and constituted mother vicariss. 


A licence. 


By virtue of thees presents we give licence to the venerable 
Mother of our Monasterie of the third Rule of the Province of 
England in Bruxelles, that she may receive into the monasterie 
to be instructed those two daughters which hitherto have lived 
among the sisters without: dispensing for this time only in the 
conventual statute in which it is prohibited: signed at Bruxelles 
in our Convent of freers Minours this 21 of Februarie Anno 1627. 
this was sealed with the lesser seal of his office and subscribed 
fr Josephus Bergaigne Comiss. generalis. 

thees 2 were Jane Iremonger whom the Mother thought better 
to cloath and cloathed withe the habit of probation: and francis 
Spurreth who from that time remained a scholler with in vntill 
the habit was also given her. 

40. Francis Spurret, the daughter of Nathaniell Spurret, 
and Hellen Langworth: borne in Southwarck tooke the habit 
of Probation in the 16 year of her age and was called in the order 
sister Francis Evangelist. 

4I. Francis Wolverston, the daughter of Robert Wolverston 
and Dorothie Browne: borne at Riverparck in Sussex: tooke 
the habit of probation in the 22 year of her age and was called in 
the order Francis Magdalen. 
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42. Katherine Knevet* the daughter of St Philip Knevet, 
and Katharine Forde borne at Bucknam castle in Northfolke: 
tooke the habit of probation in the 15 year of her age and called 
Katharine Ludovick. 

43. Helen Gyl the daughter of ..... shee took the habit 
in the 46 year of her age vnder the name of Hellen of the cross: 
and at 5 months: being aged and gross of bodie: left it. 

44. Elizabeth Colwall the daughter of Arnold Colwall, and 
Annie Sparrie: borne at Nuenf in Glocestersheer took the habit 
of probation in the 34 year of her age and was called in the order, 
Elizabeth Didacus. 

Thees five imediately going before were cloathed with the 
habit all together on the 17 day of September in year of our lord 
1628 : by the R@ father francis a S'@ Clara Guardian of S. Bonaven- 
tures colledg in Doway, who is also Guardian and imediate superiour 
over this howse. in October 1622 fr Ludovick Conly was made 
companion to the confessour, he was of Brabant province but spake 
English. in the year 1625 the 26 of March fr Ludovick a sto 
Francisco (called in the world Thirston Hunt) was made companion 
he was of s. Bonaventures Colledge in Doway. thees 2 were put 
heer by obedience of fr Comissarie A Soto about midsummer 
Anno 1627, the 12 of July or therabout fr Bonaventure a s'0 Thoma 
called in the world Thomas Clerck was made Companion to the 
Confessour by appointment of fr Guardian of S. Bonaventures 
in Doway: and fr Ludovick Hunt was by the Provinciall called 
into England and there dyed in August 1628. 

The 31 of October 1627. Brother Anthonie Joseph, a lay brother 
of s. Bonaventures in Doway, called in the worlde Anthonie Cape, 
was sent hither by fr Guardian of s. Bonaventures to continue and 
to oversee the building of the Monasterie which was then to be 
begun on the 6 of May 1628. the first stone of the first quarter 
of this monasterie was layed by don Emanuell the Prince of Portugall. 
this quarter beginneth one end of it northeast and reacheth in length 
toward the southwest, 93 foote: and is in breadth 22 foote. it 
was finished and they began to dwell in it on the 4 of October 
1628, and brother Anthonie remayned in the service of the cloyster. 

Jhon Boremans served sometime in this cloyster and after 
became a lay brother of s. Francis, in s. Bonaventures. Thomas 
Prescot also a Donate of s. Bonaventures did sometime serve heer, 
but neither of them long for because having lay sisters they thought 
it vnnecessarie to be served by anie others. 

45. Margaret Floyd* the daughter of Jhon Floyd, and Catharine 
Price : borne at London, tooke the habit of probation in the 15 year 
of her age, at the hands of Br Francis Bel, thertoo licenced by fr. 
Guardian of s. Bonaventures, on the 24 of Aprill 1629. She was 
called Margarite Bruno and cloathed to serve as a lay sister within. 

46. Susan Acton* the daughter of William Acton and Annie

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Bartlett, borne at Wolverton, 4 miles from Worcester, tooke the 
habit of probation in the 27 year of her age, and was called Susan 
Evangelist. She played well on the base viall. 

47. Francis Tichborne the daughter of sir Gualter Tichborne, 
and Marie White, borne at Aldershutt in Hampsheer, tooke the 
habit of probation in the 26 year of her age, and was called in the 
order Francis George. 

48. Anne Hawkins,* the daughter of Richard Hawkins and 
Marie Langworth, borne at London in Clarkenwell, tooke the habit 
of probation, in the 18 year of her age, and was called Ann Bona- 
venture. 

Thees three immediately going before, and also Margarite 
Franck spoken of before, folio 6, were all together cloathed with 
the habit by the R@ father fr George of st William Guardian of 
S. Bonaventures colledge in Doway : vpon the 15 day of September, 
in the year of our lorde 1629. 

Anno Domini 1629, the 23 of September the R¢@ father fr. Francis 
a Sta Clara Reader of divinity etc. visited this monasterie as delegate 
of the verie R4 fr father Jhon Gennings minister of the province 
of England, in that visit the R4 Mother Mother Chatharine Francis 
was by commun suffrages, anewe elected mother and by the 
visitour confirmed. 

Sister Jane Francis was at the same time elected mother vicaress 
and by the visitour confirmed. 

49. Lettice Thacker the Daughter of Robert Thacker and 
Dorothe Quinzemond, vulgo Kinsman borne at Lodington in 
Northamptonsheer, tooke the habit of probation of the 34 Rule 
of saint Francis, at the hands of the R4 father Guardian of s. Bona- 
venturs in Doway, on the 3 day of June in the year of our lorde 
1630 in the 24 year of her age, and was called in Confirmation 
Barbara: and in the order Barbara de sancta Maria. She had 
served the Most excellent Prince Don Emanuel de Portugal 4 
yeares: he placed her heer and gave for her dowrie 50 pounds 
sterlings before she was cloathed, binding himselfe to giue before 
her profession fower hundred pounds sterlings more. [In margin|— 
Of this 400f hee payde 300f before her profession with promise 
of 100f more. 

The 20 of June 1630 sister Lucie Angela, and sister Ann Delphina, 
who hitherto had served the Cloyster as lay sisters without, were 
taken into the encloasure by reason of theyr oulde age and in- 
firmitie, and from that time the cloyster was served by Helena 
Olbrecht the widowe of Jhon Mendiaras, and her daughter Catharine 
Mendiaras: they served for meat and drinck and 12 stivers by the 
week : but lodged themselves without the cloyster. 

The 18 of Julie Adam Thunder, a German, Anno Domini 1630 
that had long lived in England, came hither and began to serve this 
cloyster. : 

50. Marie Vayasour the daughter of William Vavasour Esquire,

fr George of s. William, on the 8 day of August, in the year of our 
lorde 1630, and was called in the order Marie Michael. 

51. Ann Vavasour, the daughter of sir Thomas Vavasour 
Knight Baronett and sonn to the above named william Vavasour 
of Haselwood : and of Vrsula Gifford of Chilington in staffordsheer : 
‘was borne at the howse of the Vavasours at Haselwood, the 25 of 
March in the year of our lorde 1614, and was Cloathed with the habit 
of probation of the third rule of s. Francis: by Brother Francis Bel, 
with licence of the Guardian of Doway fr George of s. William, 
vpon the 8 day of August in the year of our lorde 1630. shee 
was called in the order Vrsula Gabriel. 30 May 1631 ob infirmitaté 
ejicitur. 

Anno Dfiii 1630, the 28 of August, Adam Thunder was dismissed 
and M's Dorothe Huddleston that came out of England with the 
2 foresaid Vavasours, began to serve the Cloyster, together with 
Helena Mendiaras. 

The 5 of October 1630. Marie Wilcox went from hence to serve 
the Barones of Quincy at Doway, in place of a gentilwoman, she 
was commended thither by the R¢@ fr. Guardian of s. Bonaventures. 

The 16 of October 1630. Mts Ann Knoles came into the monas- 
the Knollis are terie with licence of the most R® fr. Cofiiissarie 
of England the Generall, to buy her board, going in a Gray habit 
Merodis are of aS a scholar; she was the Daughter of sir Thomas 
Brabant. Mrs. Knoles Knight brother to the lord Knoles: and of 
ers Odilia de Merode, Daughter to Jhon Baron of 

Merode and count Dédlen. she was called heer 
sister Ann Pacifica and was received into the cloyster at the instance 
of the high and puissant Dame Madame Margarite De la laing 
Countess of Berleymont who entered into conditions with St 
Catharine Francis then mother of the cloyster to give yearly for the 
table of the foresayd Mts Ann Knollis a hundered fifty pound 
sterlings and to pay the half therof at the beginning of everie 
halfe year as is to be seen in the papers of the covenant made under 
theyr hands before a notarie. 

52. Judith Acton the daughter of william Acton Esquire and 
Amie Bartelet: borne at Woluerton 4 miles from worcester ; 
tooke the habit of probation at the hands of the Right Reverend 
father fr. Jhon Gennings Minister Provincial of England, the 7 of 
December, 1630, in the 20 year of her age; being cloathed on the 
eve of our blessed ladies imaculate Conception, of which Conception 
Judith was a most Perfect figure, we called her in the order Judith 
of The Conception. 

The second day of December in the year of our lorde God, 1630. 
Our Right Reveréd father Provinciall, fr Jhon Gennings, visited 
this cloyster and in that visit nothing was innovated. 

The 10 of December 1630 the R4 fr. Provinciall blessed the first

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quarter of the cloyster, with the blessing of a churchyard, or place 
hallowed for Buriall. hitherto all were buried in the chappell of 
the cloyster, which our R™o fr. Andrew A Soto, blessed the 17 of 
november in the morning Anno Domini 1623. 

The 12 of Aprill. Mts Ann Knolles, departed from this Cloyster, 
and went to live at the Cloyster of Camber, without the towne. 

The 10 of May 1631. Marie Wilcox came home hither from the 
service of the Baroness of Quincie who was a Right hard ladie, 
Marie Wilcocks was put to schoole at the Beginage on the 28 of 
May 1631. 

The 6 of June 1631, the Patents of the R4 fr. Confessour were 
read at the grate of the quire before the Comunitie, which bare 
the tenour following. 

fr. Jhon Gennings, of the order of freer Minours Provinciall 
minister of the Province of England, to our welbeloved in Christ, 
fr Giles of saint Ambrose Preacher and Confessour health in our 
lorde. Wheras in our Provinciall Congregation Kept at Bruxelles 
on the first sunday of december 1630 thou hast been instituted 
Confessour of our nunnes of the third rule of our seraphicall father 
s. Francis in our Convent of s. Elizabeth in Bruxelles. Hence 
wee by virtue of thees presents will and in meritt of holy obedience 
Command that presently vpon the receipt of thees thou betake 
thy selfe thither and from thenceforth there remaine faithfully 
and diligently to execute those things that belong to thy charge 
to the comfort of the sisters. We do likwise strictly enioyne 
as well the venerable mother Abbess, as all the rest of the sisters 
that in all things belonging to thy office they obey with humilitie. 
By the same tenour wee ordaine also that the father whom wee or 
our Comissarie shall ordeine thee for Companion be wholly subiect 
to thee, and with effect obey thee as his true superior. And because 
sometimes reason requireth that for the good of the monasterie 
thou mayest go abroad to other places, wee give thee generall 
facultie that according to occasion falling out, when prudently 
thou iudgest it expedient, for one day or two, with some companion 
thou mayest goe. Dated in our Convent of saint Elizabeth at 
Bruxelles in the time of the Provinciall Congregation this third 
day of December 1630, and it was underwritten fr. Joannes Gennings, 
Provincie Angliz Minister. 

this obedience was read by Brother Francis Bel : who then de- 
parted towards Doway according to the tenour of his patents 
heer following. 

fr. Jhon Gennings of the order of freer Minours, of stricter 
observance, Provinciall Minister of the Province of England, to 
the verie Venerable father in Christ fr. Francis Bel, Confessour of 
our nunnes of the third Rule in Bruxelles, and Definitour of our 
Province, health in our lorde. Wheras according to the definition 
of our Capitular Congregation celebrated this year of our lorde 
1630 at the Monasterie of the foresayde nunnes: thou hast been 
instituted Guardian of our College of saint Bonaventure in Doway, 
Hence it is that to thee (of whose aptitude, sufficiencie, industrie, 
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and zeal of religion, we have full Confidence in our lorde) by the 
tenour of thees presents wee Command, and likewise enioyne in 
meritt of healthfull obedience that after the receipt of thees (lawfull 
impediment ceasing) thou betake thy selfe to our sayde College 
of saint Bonaventure, there according to the grace given, and to be 
given thee from God, faithfully and diligently to execute the function 
of Guardian enjoyned thee. We Comand therefore by the same 
obedience, and in virtue of the holy ghost we charge all the brothers 
and fathers of the foresayde colledge that for the present bee, and 
those that are to come: that as theyr true and vndoubted preelate 
they receive thee, and humbly according to the rule and statutes 
of the howse, obey and obserue thee with effect. All whom, and 
everie one of them as seriously as wee can in our lorde we comend 
to thee, and thee to them. Dated in our Colledge of s. Bonaventure 
in the time of our visitation this 18. day of December. 1630. and it 
was vnderwritten fr. Johafies Geflings Provinciae Angliae Minister. 

3 Junii 1631. fr. Bonaventure Clerck that had been now fower 
yeares companion was dismissed hence. 

53. Bridget Kemp, the daughter of sir Garret Kemp, and 
Elizabeth Carrell, borne at Blackfreers in London, tooke the habit 
of probation: at the hands of the verie R® father fr. Francis a 
S'@ Clara, Comissarie of the Province of England on this side the 
seas: on the 12 day of iune: in the year of our lorde 1631. in the 
17. year of her age: and was called in the order Briget Rose.* 

July 1631 father Bonaventure, Clarck came again to our mon- 
asterie to be companion. 

The third of September. 1631. the R4 father fr. Francis a S* 
Clara, Comissarie Provinciall on this side the seas, custos of the 
Province of [England] etc. visited this Cloyster, in which visit 
nothing was innovated, only the maistress of Novices who had 
required to bee discharged of her office ; was at the instance of her 
children anewe elected by the discreets and by the visitour Con- 
firmed, 

The 24 of October Marie willcocke went from hence to sarve 
the Lady Babthorp to Antwarp from thence to batune in france. 

Marie huddleston [borne at Farington hall in layland parish 
in lankasheir : daughter to Joseph Huddlestone, and Hellen Sisson]} 
Saruant to this Cloister. spoken of before Made her profession of 
the third order, in the Chapele withoute, R4 fa. Gyles receauing 
her profession, the Sisters within asisting thereat on the 4 of 
Desember 1631, in the 25 year of her age. 

54. Marie Powell 1633 Called in y® order Marie Bonaventure, 
tooke the Habit the 6 of Januarie 1633 the 21 of her age. Daughter 
of Edmond Powell Esquire, and Cecilie Fogge. borne at Sanford 
nere Oxforde. She tooke the habit of probation of the third Rule 
of our holy father St Francis, at the hands of the Reverend father 
f: Hierome of St Bonaventure then Comissarie for the English 
Province.

s. Bonaventures of Doway: fr. Thomas wrest called Ludovicus de 
s. Augustino was from thence sent to serve Companion heere, he 
remayned only vntill the 5 day of October 1633.

Comanding by the same obedience the Mother Abbisse, and all 
y® Sisters of the sayde Monastery, that they receiue thee as Lawfull, 
Confessor and effectually obay you in all things that belong to the 
sayde office.

And in the Yeare 1637 this our -Conuent of the English Sisters 
of the third Order, after 16 years Residence in the towne of Bruxells, 
were forced through want of means of Longer Subsisting in so 
deere a place, and through straightness of ther enclosure to petition 
to Superiours for there remouall Vnto Some Cheaper towne. Which 
by the good Liking and Obedience of the most R"4 Father Comissarie 
Generall then fa. Joseph Bergaigne, and the R24 Prouinciall of the 
English then fr. Jhon Ginnings was granted. With the good 
Liking and aduice of all the Prouinciall Chapter then Kept at 
Loundon in the sayd Yeare of our Lord 1637. And by the Sole 
Industry and pious Labours of there most faithfull friend ; father 
Angelus of St Francis Alis (Richard Mason) then Guardian of Doway 
this Bussines was effected. Who to that end hauing taken many 
Journys both to england and in these parts with a most willing mind 
and at his owne expences within the space of fiue monts and thirtye 
days Settled this Conuent in the twone of Neuport, in a place 
spatious for ground, and most Conuenient for the Raysing of a 
Very Compleat Monastery in time this R™4 Fa. next to ther first 
founder fa. Jhon Ginnings was the greatest friend and assistant 
(of the english prouince) this Comunity ever had. Who together 
with there Confessor fa. Jhon Yeats a man of Veneration and 
Vertue and a most carefull assistant in this Business, spared neither 
Labour nor personall Industry for ther transporting by Seuerall 
Companys from Bruxells to Newport. Brother Edward of St Maric 
or Lay Brother also of y® Sayde Prouince, was a most faithfull 
friend and Laborious assistant, Who spared neither body nor 
solicitude of mind for Contriuing ther best and Comodious settling 
in that place by his Vertues Wee were cedified, by his Labours 
much comforted, and his memory be ever with Vs in Benedictions. 

One the 31 of January anno 1638 the R™4 Father Paule of St 
Mary Magdalene Comissary in these part with presence of the

Jhon Ginings (then father of the sayde Prouince) 
to take (by Vertue of holy Obedience) three of our Sisters out of 
our Monaster of our Lady of Angells, for the setting Vp of a Seminary 
in our natiue Soyle of England, of Yong Gentlewomen for the 
benefitt and help of the sayde Conuent in Newport. wh then was 
in great pouerty. there names were Sister Elizabeth Inglebie 
Sister Letice Kinsman, and Sister Mary Huddleston then but a 
Nouice. The Confessarius being at that time, the Reuerend Father 
fa. Jhon Yeates, and the R=4 Abbesse Catharine Greenburie both 
Whose Religious Labours God recompense with eternall Rest.

and that hath a Vocation to serue Allmighty God in that thirde 
Order of St Francis, and in that Conuent of Nuport—and when she 
is dead my will is that this rent be Imediately applied to helpe 
to maintaine an other English Gentilwoman in that Order in the 
same mafier that wanteth a portion, and so to helpe to maintaine 
one English Gentilwoman still after the death of another Succes- 
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siuelie for ever a quire Sister. and I desire them that are thus 
recaiued in ther Charitie to pray for mee. the second Condition 
is that the R®¢ Mother Abbess and the Discreetes of that Conuent 
doe promiss and Oblige them selves to performe this according 
to my true intent and meaning and that they doe Cause this to be 
registred in the Booke of there Conuent for remembrance to there 
posterity to performe the same heere after. The third Condition 
is that the Reuerend Mother Abbess and the Discreetes doe promisse 
and Oblige them Selves to procure a thousand Masses to be Sayed 
for the good of my Soule Immediately after my death, and that 
thay doe pray for me in all there high Masses on Sondayes and holy 
dayes when they doe assist the Preeste in Celebratinge of them.

monasteries of Nunnes of the Prouince of England remaining 
Likewise in Belgia. Hence it is, that, Least the foresaide should 
be destitute of due gouerment helpe and patronage wee doe ordaine 
you (of whose sufficiencie wee haue full experience) by Vertue 
ot those, our Comissarie ouer the Saide Colledge and Monastery of 
Nunnes: as also of the Brothers which remaine in Belgia or shall 
come thither from any other place, giving to you all our necessary 
authority, to goucrn, Visitt, Correct, preside in elections, and all 
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other things that are to be done in the forsaid places or persons 
weh the Prouinciall Minister, can or ought to doe in his Prouince : 
Comanding in Vertue of holy obedience all the Fathers and Brothers 
as also Nunns (as is said before) remaining in Belgia or Coming 
thither that in all the above saide thay effectually submitt and 
Obay to you. Giuen in our Conuent of frires Minors Recollects 
at Gant, this nineteenth of August 1645 Vnder our signe and great 
seale of our office. 

In the year of our Lerd God 1646 the 24 of Januarie the R»4 
Father fr. Angelus Francis Comissary Prouinciall one this side 
of the Seas Custos of the Prouince etc. Visited this Cloyster, in 
which Visit through the earnest desire of the then present Abbess 
Sister Margarite Clare, and one and thirtie of the Sisters. who 
in there Visitt requested it, the aboue named R®4 Comissarie Visitor 
was forced to make a new Election wherein the R®4 Mother St 
Marie Bonauenture had 26 votes and so was Confirmed in her 
office of Abbesse such elections after one three yeares Passed being 
left by the Statutes of the House to the pleasure of the Prouinciall.

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In the Year of Our Lord 1780 Died the Empress, Queen of 
Hungary &c. when her Son Joseph ye Second began his Reign, 
a direful Epoch to all Religious: upon ye 18" of April 1781 we 
sent an account as demanded of the State & income of our Monas- 
tery, Number of Members &c: in y® beginning of the Year 1782 
a petition was presented by us to y® Court of Brussels for an exemp- 
tion of y® Edict published by y° Emperor forbidding any Religious 
in his empire to be subject to foreign Superiours no answer being 
given by Court we remain’d in suspence till ye 27 of July following 
when the Commissary Visitor of y® Irish Friars of Louvain, arrived 
here with orders from Court to subject our house wholly to their 
Province, as residents of y® empire; thus streighten’d we had 
no other means left of extricating ourselves from y® much dreaded 
Government of y@ Irish Friars, than by flinging Ourselves into y® 
hands of Felix William Brenart, my Lord Bishop of Bruges (to 
which every one of y® Comunity sign’d their names) who received 
us with paternal tenderness promising to Govern us in y® same 
manner as we were used to be, if y° Court of Brussels wou’d agree 
to it; for which upon y® 8 of August following we sent up a 
Requette & received a full Grant upon y® 20 of Sepber as may be 
seen signed by the Arch Dutchess : whilst this was in agitation we 
applied to the very R4 Father Roman Chapman the Provincial 
in England desiring him to represent our Case & Solicit ye Chapter 
(which was soon to be held) to Continue to supply us as usual 
with Fathers of their province; tho’ necessitated to be under 
ye Government of ye Bishop who desired nothing more than to 
have them Continue their direction of this Comunity promising to 
nominate such for Confessors as they shou’d present ; to which all 
our very R4 Fathers then assembled willingly assented, expressing the 
greatest Compassion for our distressed situation : therefore we hope 
they will always Keep their promise of directing & serving as usual. 

At the desire of my Lord Bishop the General of y® Order was 
written to, but never return’d any answer therefore we take his 
silence for Consent.

2 Cruets, a Holy water pot, Book, Chalice, Cards, Bell, bread 
Box, for which we received £697. 18. 34: at the same time we made 
a present of 11 of our best Pictures, our Damask table linen, 3 
Albs, & 3 Surplices with handsome Brussels lace; to Thomas 
Weld Esq? of Lullworth Castle ; for which in return he has given 
us 150 pounds. 

In the following year the 7 other Convents were stipressed ; 
we having a debt of some years standing of £700. for which we 
were obliged to pay interest at 4 & 4 P. Cent: we by means of 
a faithful friend at Brussels, one Mt Mosselman who labour’d 
indefatigably a Year & 4 obtained us a leave from Court as may 
be seen by our papers of the grant ; to mortgage the School, House, 
Garden &c. for 700 Louis D’ors, & also got that Sum Raised there 
for which we are only to pay 4 P. Cent or 3 & 4 as interest falls, 
as may be seen in the papers relating to it ; we tried in vain in this 
town, no one would (or dared) let us have the money: this was 
Concluded to our great profit & Satisfaction upon the 8 of March 
1785, & our debt paid, which we must have answered for in Case 
of Suppression, whereas now the House &c must :

In the spring 1793 when his Royal Highness Frederick Duke 
of York was Commander in chief of the British forces, & in Bruges 
on his road to besiege Valenciennes ; he most graciously visited 
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our Community, & came into the Convent with only one attendant. 
The Bishop of Bruges Felix W™ Brenart met him in our refectory. 
On taking leave of Rev4 Mother Abbess his royal Highness recom- 
mended himself & army to our prayers; and after his departure 
he sent back one of his suite with a donation of 25 guineas for the 
Community. His royal Highness Prince Ernest Augustus the 4 
son of his Brittanic Majesty George 34 likewise honoured us with 
a visit in the course of that year but at a later period of it. 

After many repeated trials & Solicitations addressed to Our 
Order &c. we had the Comfort of being at length restored to it 
upon the 16 of Feb'tyY 1794, by the indefaticable labours of Our 
Confessor the R¢ Father John Hart ; & the very R4 Father Aloy’s 
Minne Comissary General at this time residing in the Friars Convent 
at Ghent, as may be seen by the letters on that Subject ..... 

This aforesayd R4 Father Hart being in a very dangerous 
state of health was upon the gt" of April this same Year obliged to 
go to England; & the R4 Father Stephen Grafton came from 
Tongres where our English Friars then resided to supply his place. 

During the troubles in France in y® month of Sep>*® 1792 when 
all the Clergy and Religious were obliged to flee for refuge ; we 
thought it incumbent on us to do our part, by receiving some ; 
we therefore took two Priests who boarded at our Fathers apartment; 
& three Religious Women from the Convent of the Congregation 
at Douay Whom we took into Enclosure two were Choir Nuns & 
the third a lay Sister. 

We did not long enjoy the happiness of being under Our Order 
at Princenhoff; for upon the 29 of April 1794 the French were 
masters of Courtray, Menin &c, it was judged highly proper that 
we should put ourselves in a place of safety by leaving our Convent 
which we did upon the first day of May in the Evening & we all 
with our Pensioners got to y® parish of Kolckercke in the way towards 
Sluice about g o’clock at night to a Country house belonging to 
Madame Stappens, Sister to Mt Merckem who was a generous friend 
& protector to us during these our troubles; we were lodged & 
entertained that night & the following day; when having certain 
news of the taking of Landrecy, we returned home to our Dr? Prin- 
cenhoff with great joy: but not without well founded fears & 
apprehensions of being again Obliged to quit our Blessed Abode ; 
after Continual anxieties & alarms the french approaching within 
a league or two of the Town we went to Mattins as usual at mid- 
night & during the time of it those who were not in the Choir were 
Called & at one O’clock in the morning upon y® 15 of June it being 
Trinity Sunday Our Confessor said Mass & Communicated us, 
after our thanksgiving & Crosses we Breakfasted in the Refectory, 
then finished our little packets; being in our full Religious dress 
(at the opening of y° Town Gates) we went towards Sluice & arrived 
about one oclock at a farm belonging to one of M* Merckems family 
near Aremburgh, where we stayed altogether, laying on y® floor 
in a Garret & in the day inhabiting a Barn ; where we had the Com- 
fort of performing the Divine Office & hearing the Masses said by 
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our 2 Fathers & the 2 french Priests who accompanied us; the 
french having taken possession of Bruges we left the Barn upon 
y® 26 being all Called up at Midnight, we in y® utmost grief put on 
Our Secular Clothes, & walked about a mile to the Ship, which we 
took at Aremburgh, & arrved at Rotterdam upon the 29' where 
we only left ye Ship to hear Mass & Conduct Miss Bruley (a Native) 
one of the pensioners we had with us, to her Mother, who received 
us with great Cordiality & was very active in seeing we were not 
imposed upon by y® Hollanders, & procuring us a very good house, 
which we hired at Delft where we went y® next day, in which house 
we had the Comfort of daily Masses said, but not of Keeping Choir ; 
we stay’d there to see how things went on, but finding no prospect 
of a happy return to D® Princenhoff we left it to Embark for England 
at Delft harbour upon the 23'¢ of July where we were detained by 
Contrary Winds till Providence sent the 5 remaining English 
Friars who were in the greatest distress, whom we took with joy 
into our Ship to join the Rest of their Brethren from Tongres 
who came with us from Delft where we had 10 days before received 
& entertained at our house; happy in harbouring them there as 
well as we had done before at Princenhoff; to make some return 
for y® great assistance & Kindness we formerly received from 
their Body, particularly in our first establishment: after 15 days 
Sail through Calms, Storms, & Contrary winds, we all arrived 
safe in London upon the 7‘ of August ; where we met with many 
of Our R4 Fathers, who had just held the great Chapter, the R4 
Father Pacificus Nutt was made Provinciall & appointed the R¢ 
Father Stephen Grafton to be our Confessor who had supply’d 
from the g of April & Conducted us thro’ all our troubles with a 
Consummate prudence & alacrity, & indefaticable labours; the 
greatest part of y° Comunity staid in y® house we hired in North 
Audley Street belonging to M* Robert Gillow & Co. till the 28' 
of the same Month; R4 Mother Abbess with two of her discreets 
& 3 Lay Sisters went ten days before to Winton to prepare for 
their reception in the House which Tho’ Weld Esq? had procured, 
acting the part of a truely Kind father & Generous protector ;

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Lanherne in Cornwall, received the holy habit of Probation at 
the hands of Rev? Father Andrew Weetman our Confessor in 
the 22"4 year of her age, upon the 9" of April 1817. She is called 
in Religion Sister Teresa Austin. 

Frances Blount the Daughter of William Blount 
& Mary Lambe his wife: born at Hereford received 
the holy habit of Probation at the hands of Rev4 Father Andrew 
Weetman our Confessor in the 26" year of her age, upon the g'® 
of April 1817. She is called in Religion Sister Mary Frances 
Magdalen. 

Sister Frances Xaveria Lorymer having been 49 years complete 
from her Clothing in holy Religion, was with the consent of the Rev4 
Father Chas MeDonnell our Provincial declared & made a Jubilarian 
by the Rev? Father Andrew Weetman our Confessor on the 19! 
Octbr 1817. Rev’ Mother Jane Frances Chantal Howse being 
Abbess & assisting at the ceremony. 

The 7thElection Upon the 15 June 1818 was again chosen 
of Rev4 Mother Abbess of this Monastery S*™ Jane Frances Chantal 
Jane vie Howse & Sister Eliz: Teresa Brittain Vicaress. In 
ante Howse hich Election the Rev? Father James Hawley, 
3th Super ; awe : é 
ior of this holy Commissary ®& Visitor of our english province 
Com'y, presided, having for his witnesses the Rev? Father 
Andrew Weetman our Confessor, & the Rev4 
Father Constant Henrion his companion. In this election was 
chosen S** Jane Francis Gillow Mistress of the Novices, S'™ Mary 
Aloysia Bird first Portress, S'* Mary Teresa Sales Mahon 
second Portress, St Frances Teresa Bird Discreet, St Winefred 
Teresa Berington Discreet & first Mistress of the School, S'® Mary 
Teresa Tonkin Discreet, S'' Mary Gertrude Hornyold Discreet 
and S‘t Francis Catherine Bird Infirmarian. 
The Visit followed the election.

1794. It was judged more prudent not to allow the Lay Sisters 

to resume their religious dress, on account of the prejudices 
of the people, to which they were more exposed than the choir Nuns, 
by going out to market, & they were, even to get to our Kitchen 
Garden, forced to go beyond what was deemed the conventual 
enclosure, such as we could keep it. The Abbey House, had 
annexed to it about 3 acres of land consisting of a large garden or 
pleasure ground enclosed with a wall; two fields; and a Kitchen 
Garden without the above named wall; & through these ran a 
passage of sufferance which we were obliged to open, and leave free 
to the public from sunrise to sunset. The River Itchin ran entirely 
through the enclosed garden, & was the propriety of a neighbouring 
mill. Our kind benefactor Thos’ Weld Esq? of Lulworth Castle 
paid a high rent for the house & premises. He gave us to begin 
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housekeeping £50. and 2 pipes of wine. With his own hands 
he turned the wooden candlesticks for our Altar. The house was 
too small to allow of our having the advantage of Cells; we were 
obliged to be 4 or 5 to one bed chamber. Our Rev4 Father Con- 
fessor & his companion occupied a small parlour adjoining our 
refectory ; & put up with bed rooms in a loft, fit only for lumber. 

We found it impossible to admit more than 4 young ladies 
for education & even that was a great & serious inconvenience. 
It was therefore judged expedient to hire a separate house for a 
school at our own expense. The house was therefore taken, from 
year to year, & altho’ unfurnished & shockingly out of repair 
stood us in £50 p™ annum including the taxes; we likewise paid 
the taxes of the Abbey House. This house for the school was just 
without our grounds, it stood in Colebrook Street. Thither Sister 
Frances Teresa Bird the second mistress, a lay sister & 4 young 
ladies removed on the first friday of the month of Novr 1794. 
The first & second mistress and a lay sister entirely resided at 
this house ; the other religious employed in teaching in proportion 
as the scholars increased, only came to it at school hours. In 1797 
Mary Webbe was received as a servant to assist the lay sister and 
1800 in Miss Elizabeth Meade was taken as a french teacher for a 
moderate salary. 

It is easier to conceive than describe the inconvenience which 
arose from the necessary going backwards & forwards to & from 
the Abbey in all weathers :—particularly on Sundays for high 
Mass, Vespers, & benediction, when the children were often to be 
conducted through rain & snow. 

After one winter’s trial, it was found necessary to have low 
mass said daily at an early hour in the school room, during the winter 
months; a french priest was engaged for this purpose. In 1797 
Mr Barrett a gentleman of Considerable property in the West 
Indies whose daughter was then in our school made us a present 
of a portable Altar, a vestment for Mass, & a large picture of the 
Holy family to hang in the school room. 

1797. This gentleman intending to assist us considerably 
was prevented by death this same year. 

Notwithstanding the dampness of a bad house in a low & 
unwholesome situation, our school flourished exceedingly, during 
our residence at Winchester. 

On our first establishment there, we made a regulation amongst 
ourselves, not to admit young ladies after 13 years of age inclusive, 
unless brought up from infancy in other monasteries; & we had 
limited the number to 24. The Abbey House & land were this 
year (1797) put up to sale by auction. M? Weld became the pur- 
chaser, & continued to let us enjoy them rent free. 

About this time a bill past the house of Commons against 
tolerating as hitherto the religious communities in these Kingdoms, 
but Divine Providence was pleased to avert the storm & the bill 
was rejected in the house of Lords. 

As it has been omitted in its proper place ; we think it a tribute 
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of justice & gratitude to mention here that his most Gracious 
Majesty George the 34 had secretly but efficaciously tolerated, 
& even promoted the entrance of the English religious into these 
Kingdoms, & had given private orders to the Custom houses, to 
let the church stuff, breviaries &c. &c pass free which according 
to the laws of the realm could not be brought into this country. 

1800. Sister Francis Sales Weld the eldest daughter of our 
most kind friend & benefactor M® Weld died in Oct>* this year, 
she had assisted our choir both by her voice & playing on the bass 
viol, and M' Weld to supply the loss had our present organ built, 
& put up in our chapel at his own expense. 

1801. It was put upin Oct 1801, a few months after the 
decease of his cousin german our dear Rev’ Mother Abbess Mary 
Gertrude Simeon Weld. 

1801. Hitherto most of the religious sisters of our community, 
had private pensions, some of 3 or 4 pounds, others of 5 to Io 
pounds which were always kept by the Abbess, & with her express 
leave, spent for the necessities of the individuals on whom the 
pension was settled. Although no abuse had crept in with respect 
to these pensions, it seem’d to Rev? Mother Abbess Jane Frances 
Chantal Howse, that it would be more according to the spirit of 
our holy state, if they were put into one common purse to be ex- 
pended with leave of superiors on the particular necessities of each 
individual of the community whether they contributed more or 
less, that thus one could not have more facility or more difficulty, 
than another, in making known their wants, and all would be 
equally furnished by holy religion. Her Reverence proposed this 
to the holy Community and had the satisfaction of bringing her 
pious intentions to bear without opposition or difficulty. This 
was in the first year of her superiority, namely 18o1. 

1802. In the course of this year Miss Stonor of Stonor in 
Oxfordshire being at that time novice in our monastery of Abbey 
House made us a present of the tabernacle & steps of inlaid Satin 
wood for our Altar. Some time after Miss Teresa Wright on her 
marriage with Tho’ Meynell Esq® of Yarum gave us 6 plated Altar 
candlesticks. 

1804. Inthe year 1804 Rev4 Mother Abbess & discreets finding 
the expense of living yearly increase, & that our income was not 
sufficient even with our school receipts to meet our expenditure 
resolved to apply to government for a share in that munificence, 
by which the French clergy & some of our English Communities 
had been so much assisted. The application was made accordingly, 
and we obtained at the rate of about £6 a head each, for those of 
our religious sisters, who had made their professions at Princenhoff. 

1806. At the Provincial chapter, held in London in the Summer 
of the year 1806 our Statutes were revised, & some things altered, 
others confirmed. Many circumstances having rendered this 
revision necessary. 

In the month of Oct 1806 the very R4 Father Provincial 
Bernardin Peter Collingridge delegated the Rev? Father Stephen 
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Grafton to make the visitation of our Monastery in his name ; 
& by his express orders we were required by some means to amelio- 
rate our situation, & to bring our school within enclosure. It was 
the opinion of his paternity, that the situation of the school, which 
has been described before, & the having no cells, deterred or might 
deter persons from consecrating themselves to God in our monastery. 
We were ordered to arrange matters so, that our chaplains, men 
servants, & company, should no longer be the disturbance to us 
which they had been, since our residence in England. The mode 
of carrying these orders into execution was alone left to the judgment 
of Rev4 Mother Abbess Jane Frances Chantal Howse, & her dis- 
creets. Inthe meantime a sort of temporary enclosure was ordered, 
which cost us more than {40, & proved inconvenient & trouble- 
some without answering any of the ends proposed. 

Mt Weld whom Rev® Mother Abbess consulted in this emergency, 
seemed much displeased with the orders we had received, 
not thinking the situation of the Abbey House eligible for building 
or settling, & judging it not a proper time for removing, and he 
apprehended, as her Rev likewise did that our ruin would be the 
Consequence. However Rev? Mother Abbess & discreets seeing 
no alternative, determined on removal, as soon as a proper place 
could be found. Her Reverence cast her’ perplexities &. cares 
on that special Providence which had hitherto so wonderfully 
protected & prospered us, & hoped for a blessing on an undertaking 
directed entirely by holy Obedience. For temporal means there 
appeared none, without entrenching so deeply into our income, 
as not to leave us wherewith to subsist. 

We immediately began the necessary enquiries ; and M™ Robert 
Wheble in the beginning of Nov>* the same year, conducted Rev? 
Mother Abbess & Sister Frances Teresa Bird, discreet & first mis- 
tress of the school to the seat of his nephew James Wheble Esq? 
Woodley Lodge near Reading Berkshire—This gentleman offering 
to let them have an old manour house belonging to him rent free : 
He received them with the greatest hospitality. The next day 
Rev? Father Provincial & M' George Gillow came from London 
to meet them, & they proceeded all together to Bullmarsh (the 
above named manour) but were greatly disappointed in finding 
it much too,small, in a most ruinous condition, the dry rot in one 
of the rooms and no land whatever belonging to it. This being 
the case all thoughts of taking it were given up, & the two religious 
with M? Robt Wheble returned on the 34 day to Winchester ; he 
very charitably paid the expence of the journey there and back. 

In Dech* Mt Knight of Cannington in Somersetshire informed 
us that a house called Taunton Lodge, a little out of the town of 
Taunton originally designed for a hospital, was to be sold—The 
Revd Mt Fournel missioner at Cannington came to Winchester 
to give us proper information, & to invite us to Mt Knight’s house, 
from whence we might easily go to view the premises. Rev? Mt 
Fournel proved himself a true friend to us throughout this whole 
business. 
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1807. On the 7% of Janty 1807 Rev? Mother Abbess, Sister 
Fran’ Teresa and Rev Father Augustin Roberts, at that time 
the confessor of our community, proceeded to Lulworth Castle 
Mt? Weld having kindly insisted on their making it their road to 
Cannington & back; and he sent his carriage to meet them at the 
Teresians of Canford House (formerly of Hoogstraet) they arrived 
late in the evening at Lulworth Castle, having been detained on 
the road by the chaise breaking down about a mile from Canford— 
They were received by the whole of M* Weld’s family with the 
utmost cordiality ; and well provided by M's Weld for dining on 
the road next day, when they proceeded to Cannington. On the 
g'? of Jan'y they went early from M* Knight’s to Taunton, the dis- 
tance of 16 miles, to view Taunton Lodge, which they found a most 
excellent house & eligible fine situation, but clearly perceived 
there would be much to build and much to alter, to make it fully 
answer the purpose of removal. They remained 3 days at M® 
Knight’s & received from that family the most kind hospitable & 
friendly entertainment ; and were much edified at their union 
& piety. On Monday the 12" of Jan'y they returned to Lulworth, 
Mr Weld again sending his carriage to convey them from Dorchester 
thither. He detained them two days at his seat, & gave them 
many marks of regard & friendship, but did not encourage them 
in the least in an arduous undertaking to which they had been 
urged without his approbation. On the 15" the little party pro- 
ceeded in Mr. Weld’s carriage to Canford House where for the 
remainder of that day & the following night they took up theiz 
abode with the Teresians, who welcomed them like true daughters 
of St Teresa & paid them every possible attention, Rev? Mother 
Mary Magdalen, Errington being at that time Prioress, Sister Mary 
Christina Nicholas Sub prioress—On the 16 they pursued their 
journey homewards, but stopt for an hour at Stape hill, which lay 
on their road, to edify themselves by a visit to its holy inhabitants 
the Trappistines; they had previously procured permission from 
the Prior of the Trappists near Lulworth to enter the monastery. 
The Prioress Madame Chebanne, received them with great politeness 
and kindness, & conducted them all over this house of silence & 
austerity. They saw all the religious but of course spoke to none 
of them.—The good Prioress pressed them to partake of a frugal 
meal & accept beds there for that night, but although Rev4 Mother 
would gladly have yielded to her invitation, she could not prolong 
her absence from her own community, & therefore left these holy 
servants of God, penetrated with admiration at the austerity 
of their lives, & arrived the same evening at the Abbey House, 
comforted in the midst of her difficulties to embrace her religious 
daughters after an absence of 10 days. But much greater diff- 
culties were yet in reserve for her. The house to be purchased 
was to cost 3000 Guineas & the alterations & additions were valued 
at 1800 more. How much they exceeded this estimate will be seen 
in the sequel. Rev4 Mother Abbess found the discreets unanimous 
in wishing the purchase to be made, it was therefore agreed on. 
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As the money was to be paid down on or before the 1°¢ of May, 
when possession was to be given; Rev? Mother Abbess borrowed 
of the Rev? Mt Fournel and a M® Sims of Cannington {1000 and 
had it deposited in part of payment by Lady-day. The remaining 
£2150 was to arise from a sum owing to us in Principal & Interest 
on mortgage secured on an estate of M? William Sheldon’s which 
he was going to sell and promised us the money in due time. For 
the £1000 borrowed we paid at the rate of 5 per cent. interest yearly. 

It was settled by Rev4 Mother Abbess & discreets that her 
Reve’ & a colony of Nuns with the young ladies in our school 
should remove first, & be on the spot till the community could 
join them, which we then flattered ourselves might be in 4 or 
5 months. Accordingly the house hired for our School in Colebrook 
Street was given up the 24" of April, & lodgings hired for the 
children in Winchester, who spent the day at the Abbey House. 
On the 30% of April Rev’ Mother Abbess left Winchester accom- 
panied by Sister Winefred Teresa Berington discreet & second 
mistress of the school; Sister Mary Agnes Gillow, who had been 
appointed to serve as procuratrix & portress to the Colony, & two 
lay-sisters namely Sister Ann Joseph Slade & Sister Mary Felix 
Harrison. Our Rey? Father Confessor Augustin Roberts con- 
ducted them. The Rev? Father Joseph Howse was appointed 
to supply confessor to the community. Rev4 Mother Abbess 
& fellow travellers slept at Langport the night of the 30' of April 
& arrived at Taunton Lodge on the 18 of May: but were greatly 
disappointed & distressed to find the family of the deceased pro- 
prietor (a Mr. Coles) unwilling to give up the premises till every 
farthing of the purchase money had been paid: M* Webber & 
M’ Coles, clergymen of the church of England, even made a difficulty 
to allow the waggons to unload, which were arrived with the school 
furniture, but at last reluctantly consented. A few days put an 
end to this disagreable dilemma, the money before spoken of 
being paid in, & the family, who had till then remained in the 
house with the Nuns, removed, & were afterwards ashamed & 
sorry to have treated these religious with so little confidence & 
gave them many marks of respect & esteem. Rev? Mother Abbess 
& companions spent the 18t days of May in preparing the house 
for the reception of the remaining part of the Colony. On the 
6th of May Miss Meade the french teacher mentioned before, Mary 
Webbe the school servant, & Sister Mary Anne Wood Lay Sister 
conducted g young ladies from Winchester to Taunton. On the 
7th Sister Fran’ Teresa Bird the 18* mistress of the school & Sister 
Mary Edwards arrived at night with 6 young ladies; and early 
the next morning arrived Sister Frances Catherine Bird the 34 
mistress of the School with 3 young ladies who had slept the pre- 
ceding night at Somerton. (The young ladies parents did not 
pay the journey of any of the children who travelled with the 
colony). The following Sunday being Whitsunday these religious 
resumed their religious dress which they had laid aside for their 
journey. 
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A subscription had been opened by our friends about two months 
before the removal of the above named religious, to assist in the 
expense of the purchase & building; as it was not filled till the 
autumn 1808, the particulars are reserved for the sequel. The 
alterations of the bedchambers into cells & the raising the south- 
east front, to build two dormitories for the school & lengthening 
that front from the ground to procure a staircase & some additional | 
rooms were immediately began & prosecuted with all possible 
expedition; Rev’ Mother Abb: & her companions directing 
& pressing the work for the speedy accommodation of the com- 
munity. Her Rev*°¢ had likewise a complete plan drawn up 
of an entire new wing which was to be built from the ground: 
in which were included the choir or chapel, great infirmary room, 
4 cells, music room for the nuns, apartments for the chaplains 
& man servant, portresses room, & guest rooms; a new road 
to the house was likewise planned,.& a sort of meadow or orchard 
turned into a second Kitchen garden. This new wing was not 
intended to be furnished, before the arrival of the community. 
By the month of August it became evident that no part of the house 
could be sufficiently finished & dry to admit the nuns before the 
following year, & Rev4 Mother Abbess resolved on returning to 
the community. In the course of the summer, the very Rev4 
Father Bernardin Peter Collingridge had been named Bishop of 
Thespia & coadjutor to the Right Rev4 D® Sharrock, Vicar apostolic 
of the Western district: & Rev. Father Augustin Roberts was 
appointed Vicar Provincial till the chapter. The Rev? Father 
Joseph Howse returned to his mission in Augst & Rev? Father 
Pacificus Kington supplied confessor at the Abbey House. In 
which office he was confirmed at the chapter & remained with us 
about 5 years. Rev4 Mother Abbess, leaving with the colony at 
Taunton Lodge all directions for prosecuting the work in hand 
accompanied by Rev4 Father Vicar Provincial left her afflicted 
daughters, deeply afflicted herself to forsake them, on the 31* of 
August & arrived at Winchester the 1St of Sep>’ comforted as much 
as she could be under such circumstances in the joyful welcome 
of her religious daughters at the Abbey House. During her absence 
Rev4 Mother Vicaress Frances Xaveria Lorymer had presided 
& by her maternal attentions had endeavoured to alleviate the 
distress the nuns felt at this long separation from their beloved 
mother & Sisters. It was now judged expedient to send Rev4 
Mother Vicaress to preside at Taunton Lodge & with her another 
lay sister to assist in laborious works, Sister Ann Teresa Ainsworth 
therefore accompanied Mother Vicaress & the very Rev? Father 
Vicar Provincial, they left Winchester Sep" 14 & stopt one night 
at Bonham House near Mere & were most hospitably received 
& charitably entertained by the missioner there, the Rev4 Father 
Hawarden a benedictine Monk. Next day they arrived safely 
at their journey’s end. In the beginning of this month Miss Meade 
quitted the colony; she had served our school nearly 7 years ; 
She became a Benedictine Nun at Hammersmith. 
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1808. On the 158 of March in the following year the New 
building was began. On the North corner which was to support 
the chapel the Rev4 Father Vicar Provincial laid the first foundation 
stone on which was cut

Rev? Mother Vicaress and each religious of the colony likewise 
laid a stone. 

Revd Mother Abbess & the holy Community at Winchester 
were now making preparations for removal, & were required by 
Mt Weld to pull down all partitions & repair every breach in the 
walls of his house (which had been made by the orders for a tem- 
porary kind of enclosures as mentioned above*) that the place 
might sell to greater advantage. 

The Community began removing in May, & the last party 
consisting of Rev4 Mother Abbess, Sister Catherine Mechtilda 
Plowden discreet, & Sister Mary Austin Hutton Procuratrix, 
arrived at Taunton Lodge on the 24 of June, a day of such general 
joy to the community, that her Rev" has allowed us ever since 
to celebrate it with an annual recreation. 

It must be noted here, that the Rev? Mt Hawarden most 
charitably & generously entertained at his house all those of our 
community who by reason of age or infirmity could not travel 
from Winchester to Taunton (a distance of go miles) in one day. 
The Teresians of Canford received with sisterly kindness; Sister 
Scholastica Addis discreet, Sister Jane Frances Gillow the mistress 
of the Novices, & Rev’ Father Pacificus Kington; who by M* 
Weld’s desire took Lulworth Castle in their road & were received 
by himself & family with their usual affection & friendship. Rev4 
Mother Abbess & party stopt a day at Quarley, then the residence 
of the Dowager M's Haggerston of Ellingham (sister to Sister C. 
Mechtilda) by whom they were most hospitably & kindly enter- 
tained as well as by her niece Miss Taaffe. 

Father Vicar Provincial left Taunton Lodge entirely, just before 
the arrival of the whole Community. 

_As soon as we were thus happily re-united Rev? Mother 
Abbess made the lay sisters resume their holy habits, of which 
they had been deprived 14 years, & ordained that when they 
went into the town to market &c. they should cover their religious 
dress, by a cloak cap & bonnet, as the Choir Nuns employed 
in the school had done at Winchester. [1808.] It was agreed 
likewise at this time to admit in future 28 young ladies for 
education.— 

M’ Weld in a visit here had privately given Rev’ Mother Abbess 
one hundred pounds: in the course of this summer he sold the 
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Abbey House & land, & supposing the public subscription nearly 
as complete as it was likely to be, came forward openly to join in 
it, which he had declined doing at an earlier period, lest our other 
friends should be backward in assisting us: from the time since 
we left Princenhoff, he had not only been our best friend, but our 
sole benefactor. At the end of Sep" 1808 the subscription stood

1808. The new building was closed in & covered, the end of 
Autumn 1808 but no windows in, or any part of the inside work 
began, & we deemed it not only prudent but absolutely necessary 
to desist prosecuting it, although till finished the chief purpose 
of our removal from Winchester could not be answered or any 
kind of enclosure established; but we had already far exceeded 
our means & intrenched deeply on our income. 

180g. In the beginning of this year M™ Weld had an organ 
put up in our temporary chapel (which is our present refectory) 
at his own expense. 

In the autumn 1809 M* Weld brought his second daughter 
(who had been brought up in our school at Princenhoff) Sister 
Mary Sales Weld to spend three days with us & Sister Magdalen 
Angela Hengue the sister Assistant of their monastery & one of 
their foundresses, both religious of the new English convent of the 
Visitation of the B4 Virgin Mary, at Acton, they were in search of 
a more commodious situation. This was the last time we had 
the happiness of seeing Mt Weld— 

Mr Constable of Burton Constable made us a present of 5 cast 
Iron balconies for the south east front of our house in 1808. His 
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only child was then in our school & he was a very kind friend to 
us. On her death at Bath in Feb'y 1810: (12 days after she had 
left us) he made us a present of a legacy bequeathed to his departed 
child amounting to £120—50 of which he assigned towards finishing 
the Chaplains apartments, the other £70 for the necessities of the 
religious as a testimony of his gratitude for the attentions paid 
his daughter. He likewise gave to our school a nearly new Piano 
Forte with additional Keys and left us all his daughter’s music 
& books. He had before made several presents of books to the 
school library. 

In the year 1810 M' Weld engaged us to finish our chapel & 
promised us £550 towards the expenses of it, £250 of which he 
advanced. It was accordingly undertaken in the spring of the 
year & the ceiling & walls finished, & M" Weld sent us in readiness 
for the opening of it a picture of the Assumption of our Blessed 
Lady. But God was pleased to send us in common with many 
others, a most severe affliction in the almost sudden death of this 
our most generous friend, on the 24 of August 1810. He died with 
his much revered friends the Fathers of the Society of Jesus at 
Stonyhurst College. He was the greatest benefactor our com- 
munity ever had, & our constant & tried friend. It was a great ' 
comfort to Rev? Mother Abbess & the community to know that 
M® Weld a few days before his death had mentioned to a mutual 
friend his own entire satisfaction at our having removed from 
the Abbey House, & at the situation & progress of our new estab- 
lishment, which he said had only excited his displeasure against 
our Rev@ Fathers, lest we should be utterly ruined, but he now 
entertained good hopes, seeing our school & novitiate flourishing ; 
& conceived that this new settlement would be blessed & was 
peculiarly designed by Divine Providence for the good of souls 
in this neighbourhood ; no Catholic family residing here abouts. 

His Son the present Tho* Weld Esq? of Lulworth Castle paid 
us the remaining £300 which his Father had promised us. Just 
as we were flattering ourselves with the hopes of getting into our 
new chapel the roof appeared sinking, & it was found that the 
joices were made of bad wood, & put in the wrong way ; the ceiling 
was entirely spoilt, & the whole work to be done over again, for 
which the season was too far advanced to admit of its being done 
this Year. 

1810. In Nov a small piece of ground near the chapel was 
blessed for a burial place for our deceased sisters, & scholars. At 
Winchester we had been obliged to send their remains to the Catholic 
burial ground called St James—r1 lie buried there besides Mére 
Angelique Dufour, & Miss Fowler. 

In Aug’ 1810 we purchased a Square Acre of ground to the 
south east of our house, both for a play ground for our young ladies 
& a shelter for ourselves for the field was only separated from our 
Shrubbery by a scant fence & we were continually exposed to the 
view of the public. It cost us 300 guineas. Sister Mary Gertrude 
Hornyold, who had taken the habit of probation in 1809, obtained 
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a present of £200 towards the purchase of it from her Father, 
over & above the usual portion, paid at her profession. We began 
to build a wall round it the middle of August 1810. It was planted 
& the gravel walk made round it, in Febty 1811. The whole expense 
including the first purchase was nearly £700. 

1811. The chapel was now re-commenced & prosecuted with 
the utmost vigour as well as the other part of the building which 
we completed at our own expense. The organ was put up & all 
ready for opening the chapel in Nov": on the rr of that month 
it was solemnly blessed & put under the Invocation of our Blessed 
Lady of Dolours by the Rt Rev4 Dt Collingridge Bishop of Thespia 
& V.A. of the Western District. 

Sir John Lawson made us a present for our Altar of 6 large 
bouquets of artificial flowers made by the Eng: poor Clares at 
Scorton, formerly at Rouen. The Hornyold eee gave us a 
handsome Brussels carpet for our sanctuary. 

1811. At the Provincial visit this year, certain ‘regulations 
were made, respecting enclosure, by the Rev? Father Stephen 
Grafton then minister Provincial, and left in writing, signed with 
his own hand. The following is an exact copy. 

With respect to enclosure when the building is finished I order 
as follows. 

1st The lower Kitchen garden shall be considered as out of 
enclosure, & the choir Nuns shall not go into it. 

24 No seculars, neither the Confessors, or his companion 
shall be admitted into the shrubbery, enclosed Kitchen garden 
or court. 

34 The Nuns shall not go into the confessors dining room at 
all, neither shall he or any other priest or person under any pretext 
be allowed to go without necessity, into the conventual part of 
the house. 

4th The Community by way of friendly intercourse may 
recreate with the Fathers in the room called the poor school, once 
on clothings & professions & jubilees; & on the 4 King’s feasts. 
They are at liberty likewise with leave of Rev4 Mother Abbess 
to go occasionally to take coffee or a glass of wine with the 
confessor, or his companion or any other priest who may wish 
to see them in that room called the Provincial’s room; they 
are likewise at liberty to speak to the Confessor privately in that 
room. 

5' No secular persons are to be admitted into the chapel 
unless for communion except the Welds. 

6. Parents or guardians may be admitted to see the school 
quarters once. 

7*n The Nuns when in the guest rooms with their friends or 
acquaintance are to take leave of them in the room & not to accom- 
pany them into the hall or entrance. 

8th The portresses are not to breakfast in the fathers’ room 
when strangers are there. 

With respect to certain exemptions for the Portresses & 
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Sacristains ; directions have been privately left with Rev4 Mother 
Abbess.

181z. At the same visitation it was proposed to open a day 
school for teaching poor catholic female children to read, write, 
work & cast accompts, and to give them instructions in the principles 
and practice of the catholic religion, gratis. The recent conversion 
of some poor families in the neighbourhood had given occasion 
to this proposal, their children being destitute of any means of 
instruction. As this undertaking might prove burthensome and 
would entirely occupy two of the religious, at the request of Rev 
Mother Abbess the votes of the choir Nuns were taken privately 
by, and an opportunity given to each of declaring to, Rev? Father 
Provincial, their reasons for, or against this undertaking. The 
great majority of votes being in favour of it, it was in consequence 
decided upon: but without enforcing it, as any kind of obligation 
upon us: on the contrary, it was stipulated that it should be 
continued, or abandoned as circumstances might in future occur, 
according to the judgment of the Abbess. The room under the 
chapel was appropriated for the use of the day scholars, and the 
school opened within the Octave of the feast of the Epiphany. 
[1812]. At the Election in the following April Sister Frances 
Xaveria Lorymer having resigned the office of Vicaress, which she 
had filled 29 years: with great humility & charity undertook 
the employment of first mistress of this school with a young Nun 
for her assistant. 

1812. The whole new wing was now complete & occupied, 
the beginning of Jan'yY 1812 according to the destination of each 
part of it. This additional building cost £2230. 15. 0 including 
the chapel. But that whole expense of our establishment here, 
may appear at one view, we will recapitulate.

but all was not yet paid. 
In the above statement many necessary expenses are not 
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included such as furniture for Cells & offices, south-west wall 
& pig stye, drains gravelling the new road etc. 

The Rt Hone Lord Arundell made us a present of the Grand 
Piano for the school when his daughter quitted it. 

1813. In Sep this year we had the happiness to entertain 
for 3 days Sister Euphrasia Weld (sister to our deceased friend) 
& Sister Mary Lucy, poor Clares of our province of England formerly 
of Aire & at this time on their road to a new establishment at 
Cockside, Plymouth Dock, Devonshire. 

In the course of the year 1813 Rev Mother Abbess cleared all 
debts relative to the building, and by the month of April 1814 
paid in the principal & interest of the £1000 borrowed of the Rev4 
Mt Fournel & M® Sims of Cannington, towards the purchase of 
Taunton Lodge. 

Thus has divine Providence, peculiarly blessing the virtue of 
Holy Obedience, most wonderfully conducted her Reverence 
through this most arduous undertaking, & granted her in the 
space of 7 years to see the whole work perfect; and the whole 
Community penetrated with gratitude towards her for all she 
has done and undergone for their comfort & accommodation. 

It must be observed that to meet with this enormous expense 
we have been forced to sink the principal part of our income, 
besides the fortunes of four of our young professed religious. One 
of them Sister Mary Benedict Hiffernan brought rather more 
than the usual portion and made us a present of an Antependium 
which cost her £30. 

Thos Hornyold Esq of Blackmore Park died the end of Dec" 
1814 & left his daughter Sister Mary Gertrude a legacy of £500 
which was paid in, the beginning of the year 1815. 

1815. To the next page of the Archives we have subjoined 
a list of the young ladies educated in our monastery from the year 
1794, to the end of the year 1814—& annexed the terms at different 
periods in that space of time.* 

1815. In August 1815 the Rt Honble Lord Clifford of Chudleigh 
made us a present of the picture of the Stigmates of our Holy 
father St Francis. 


Here follows the account of the cure of Sister Mary Ann’s arm, 
omitted in its proper place not to interrupt the foregoing narration. 

Attestation & account of the miraculous cure of the arm of 
Sister Mary Ann Wood lay sister in our Monastery of Taunton 
Lodge in the year of our Lord 1809. 

On the 15'® of March 1809 Sister Mary Ann went to open a sash 
window in the wash house to let out the steam, & in so doing, 
run her hand & arm through a pane of glass by which her arm 
was cut transversely to a great depth. The surgeon declared 
the muscles & nearly the whole of the tendons to be divided. She 
suffered for above 4 months the most acute pain, though the wound 
itself was healed in 3 weeks after the accident: the swelling con-

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tinued much longer, but in proportion as it abated, the injury 
done became more apparent. The hand & arm remained entirely 
useless, & the Surgeon remarked it was a necessary & natural 
consequence of the division of the muscles and tendons: the ends 
of one of the tendons were visible two inches asunder. Gradually 
the arm seemed to contract & with the hand to appear withered. 
After various trials of skill to promote a cure, the Surgeon declared 
it his opinion that she never could have again the entire use of her 
hand though she might of her forefinger, & thumb, but that all 
the ligaments or support of the two middle fingers were gone. 
Sister Mary Ann with the approbation of Rev4 Mother Abbess 
determined to make a Novena in honour of St Winefred, she had 
no idea of asking for a miracle, but confidently believed & hoped 
that He who made her arm would restore to her, through the 
intercession of the Saint, some small use of it. On the 6 of Augst 
she put on it a piece of moss from Holywell & began the Novena : 
after this she suffered excruciating pain in it, so that she was 
tempted to take off the moss, till she reasoned with herself that it 
could not possibly be the cause of such pain. She continued 
particularly recollected all that evening, praying mentally, without 
taking notice of her arm. To her great surprise when she got up 
the next morning she found it perfectly cured: her joy & gratitude 
were unbounded when on repeated trials she ascertained that her 
hand & arm were really restored to their fullstrength. The Surgeon 
at first, declared the case a miracle ; but human respect prevented 
him from publicly attesting it. The R*t Rev4 Dr Collingridge 
Bishop of Thespia & Vicar Apostolic of the Western district, after 
having consulted an eminent surgeon in London of the Catholic 
religion & verified the accident & cure throughout every circum- 
stance, gave it as his decided opinion that the cure was supernatural 
& an evident miracle. 

That the particulars may be accurately & authentically 
recorded to the greater honour & glory of God, we the undersigned 
have drawn up this account & set our names to it, as eye-witnesses 
of the facts herein contained

1818. In March this year, the roof of our house being much 
damaged by violent high winds, we were obliged to an immediate 
superficial repair: it was then found on examination that the 
whole roof of the old part of the house was in so decayed a condition 
as to make it necessary to new roof it entirely ; the expense was 
estimated at £300, a sum far exceeding our means. Divine Provi- 
dence raised us a generous benefactress in the person of M's Weld, 
the widow of our great friend Thos Weld Esq? of Lulworth Castle ; 
this Lady moved by her own charitable dispositions in our regard, 
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& backed by the persuasion of her daughter Sister Mary Sales 
Weld, religious & at that time Ex-superior of the Visitation Nuns. 
at Shepton Mallet, came forward to our assistance & excited others 
among her friends & relations to join in a little subscription which 
freed us from this emergency. 

The builder a Mt White proved an honest man; & not only 
did the work thoroughly & well, within the estimate, but got it 
done in the shortest time possible, it was begun in July & finished 
& paid for in September 1818.

Rev‘ Father Constant Henrion having lived as Companion to 
our Confessor from the year 1802 and made his whole Jubilee in 
religion in our Chapel in 1815, out of gratitude to Rev4 Mother 
Abbess & Community for the attentions paid him in his infirmities 
& old age gave them this year 181g 100 guineas to our Monastery. 

181g. Our Vene Rev4 Mother Abbesses Jubilee is officially 
recorded on the next page, but that the particulars of an event 
which we celebrated with united sentiments of affectionate & 
grateful joy & contentment, may be handed down to our successors, 
this article is here inserted. 

The most Rev@ Father Augustin Roberts Minister Provincial 
expressed his wish that this Jubilee should be celebrated with 
8 days unlimited recreation, which it accordingly was, & never 
did any time of relaxation go off more completely to the entire 
satisfaction of everyone. The Solemnity itself was conducted 
with as much splendour as possible. The high Mass was quite 
new & there were two appropriate motets purposely set to music 
by Miss Bodenham of Rotherwas. Chandeliers of silver were 
hired to add to the ornaments of the Altar. The recreation room 
the first evening was illuminated, & there were each evening some 
new device, to vary & render the recreations agreable, songs & 
poems, etc, etc, made for the occasion. Mts Weld & her daughter 
Lady Stourton seized this opportunity of showing their particular 
friendship & respect for our dear Rev Mother Abbess, with delicate 
attention of their own accord they sent her handsome sums to 
enable her to treat the Community, M's Gandolfi & others did 
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the same according to their ability, so that her Reverence could 
satisfy her own generous disposition with unrestrained satisfaction. 
We were highly gratified likewise at the sisterly union with us 
displayed by other communities on this occasion especially by the 
Visitation Nuns at Shepton Mallett & the Austins of Spettisbury, 
the latter sent her Reverence all kind of ingenious works & little 
poems, & had recreation amongst themselves to join us in cele- 
brating an event so interesting to us; the former also sent pledges 
of their veneration & esteem ; and Rev4 Mother Abbess by sending 
the Teresians of Canford a share in the munificence of her friends 
procured them the means of joining likewise in our festivity which 
they most cordially did. 

According to our custom the Te Deum is said at the close of 
all Jubilees. At the termination of this Jubilee the high choir 
was illuminated & the Te Deum solemnly sung, the three Gloria 
Patri at the end in the 6 tone. 

We had had in the immediate preceeding years much affliction 
by the ill health & death of many of our religious sisters: at this 
period, all, except one young religious, were so well as to be able 
to assemble altogether every day, & the spirits of every one were 
exhilarated in seeing our beloved Mother arrived at this happy 
term, yet so well as to raise our hopes that she will be preserved 
to us yet many years. 

Janty 25 1820 our Venbe & dear Rev? Mother Abbess kindly 
condescended to let us celebrate a commemoration of her Jubilee 
& gave us recreation ad libitum. 

1820. In Feb'y this year Malachy O’Connor Esq™ made us 
a present of {r00 which he had previously placed in our hands 
as a guarantee for the payment of his daughter’s expenses in case 
of his death while she was in our school. He died the 20 of 
June the same year. R.I.P.

Recovery of Lady Teynham’s heart. 

1822 Inthe hurry and confusion which accompanied our emigra- 
and tion from Princenhoff in 1794, amongst many valuable 
1823 things left behind, there were the monuments with Urns or 
Vases containing the hearts embalmed of the Rt Hone Henry 
Howard Duke of Norfolk, and of his sixth son, these two Vases 
were of Porphyry—tThe third was a marble monument and vase 
containing the heart of Mary Rooper Baroness Teynham (whose 
maiden name was Englefield) this lady died, while the community 
resided at their monastery of our Lady of Angels at Nieuport, 
namely on St Thomas’s day 1647. As the Monastery and Church 
of Princenhoff had been plundered and pulled down, and the 
materials sold by French commissaries, sometime during the long 
period of the French Revolution ; we had never expected to recover 
these relicks of our friends and benefactors: but to our great 
surprise in the summer of 1822, we received in a small box, the 
embalmed heart of Lady Teynham, which 19 years before had been 
consigned to the care of the Prioress of the English Austin Nuns 
(who were then returned to their convent in the Carmes’s Street 
Bruges) by Mt Van Huerne a Flemish Nobleman who had had a 
daughter educated in our school at Princenhoff. M! Van Huerne 
deposited with the heart an attestation, signed with his own hand, 
that when the wreck of the conventual things were sold, this marble 
monument was bought by some carpenters without knowing 
that the Vase contained a heart, as it lay concealed at the bottom 
covered with a plastered slate: some little boys (des polissons 
de rue) discovered it, pulled it out, & having cut it in 3 pieces, 
sold it to their companions: Mt Van Huerne had some difficulty 
to rescue it out of their hands, but at last succeeded, and on Good 
Friday 1803 bought it with the monumental tomb & vase out of 
which it had been taken. The Teynham arms had been torn 
off the monument, & it had been otherwise mutilated. But that 
the proofs of its being the identical monument and heart might 
be irrefragable Mt Van Huerne likewise deposited with his testimony 
a drawing of the said monument and a copy of the latin Epitaph 
upon it: which all those of our Religious who were professed at 
Princenhoff perfectly recognized. In June 1803 Mt Van Huerne 
placed the heart and attestations in the hands of the Prioress 
of the English Austins, to be kept till an opportunity should present 
itself of sending them tous. In the intermediate time many letters 
have passed between our Rev4 Mother Abbess and their several 
Prioresses, but they always forgot to name the heart in their 
possession—On examining the said heart, we found it cut entirely 
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in two, lengthways, & one of the two pieces cut again in two, cross 
ways, the pieces all perfectly fit into each other, & the whole heart 
was enclosed in the very leaden case out of which the boys must 
have taken it.

We confidently hope that 
Jesus whom she honoured and adored under the sacramental veil, 
has given her eternal happiness in the contemplation of his Glory.

In the Year of Our Lord 1765 the Garden Walls were all re- 
paired ; the Grates & Countoire Boarded, the Cloister Alter painted, 
& the Ox Eyes made in it: the Music Room ceiled, Painted, & 
Boarded & y® two cells next to it : two new Cells made in the Garret 
over it; & infin all that house repaired. in the Year 1767 the 
Walls round the top of the High Tower were all new built, & the 
little Turret at the top of the Stairs made with windows &c, & 
all the Walls of that part of the House repaired to the Bottom ; 
the two upper Dormitorys new Boarded, Ceil’d, and Painted, 
the Noviship Alter made; the Abbesses Dormitory ceil’d as also 
the Work Room, & all the great Beams mended. the Church & 
Choir new Slated & all rest of the house thoroughly mended ; 
the Sacristy Ceil’d, & two new Cells made in the Garret; the 
passage between the Noviship & Community’s Dormitory new 
built, as also that from R@ Mother Abbesses Dormitory to the 
Music Room ; all these repairs Cost upwards of fifteen Hundred 
Pounds sterling. 

In the year 1768 we had a new Alter in the Church which Cost 
80 pounds Sterling; in the year 1776 it was painted & gilt, which 
cost 40 p%s Sterling; in the same year we had new windows in 
the Church & Choir which cost £14. 108 also the Church & Choir 
white washed which Cost 8 pounds Sterling ; all this was given to 
our Community by St’ Mary Gertrude Simeon Weld together with 
£2500 Sterling. 

In the Year of our Lord 1769 we bought the House joining 
to y® School which cost in all £227 Sterling. Upon the 24 of Febty 
1778 we began to pull down y® School with y® said house; upon 
y® 198 of March was laid y® first Stone of y° new School which was 
Roofed & Slated August y® 4'" of ye same year; y° entire building 
with Kitchen & Portico was only finish’d & Pensioners in it for 
y® 24 of August 1779 ; it cost in all between {1600 & £1700 Sterling, 
St Mary Anne Teresa Monington gave £900 towards it, & we 
received only £40 from all our friends that we apply’d to for assist- 
ance, meeting with many harsh unkind refusals: about this time 
having but few English Pensioners & being desirous of getting 
our building paid we came to the resolution of taking young Ladys 
of these Countries to teach them English, which has hitherto 
been of some service.

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Generall, fr Bernardinus De Senis hauing by his letters patents 
given order, to his Comissarie over Britanie, Germanie, And the 
Lowe Countries, to restore the most Renowned Province of England, 
which King Henry the 8 by slaughter and banishment had almost 
brought to nothing because they defended the Supremacie of the 
Pope. 

The sayd fr. Comissarie for accomplishing the order given him 
directed his letters to the custos of England then being fr. Jhon 
Gennings, in this maner following.

It measures 124 by 8} by 14 inches: it is bound in white vellum and 
is fastened by white leather thongs. It contains 260 pages, of which the 
first three appear to be in the handwriting of Fr. Francis Bel, O.S.F., as 
also the first page of the Register of places of Burial 1623—1631. The 
first 80 leaves are of the same yellowish paper as composes the Book of 
Clothings : then comes 4o leaves of more modern paper of a pale blue 
tint, containing the obits from 1765 to 1814 inclusively. Then come 
seven leaves of the same old yellowish paper as the first 80 leaves, con- 
taining the register of places of burial. The rest is the more modern 
pale blue tinted paper. 

In *the year of our lorde 1623. on the 16 day of November about 
6 of clock of the evening, sister Marie Holte alias Marie Bonaventure, 
departed out of this life to the life everlasting in the 20 year of her 
age & 24 of her profession. She received the viaticum of our 
lords bodie at 6 in the morning by the hands of Br Francis Bel 
the confessor, she received the extreme vnction at 10 of the same 
day she died & went to rest in peace making a blessed end.

Prayer & recolection ; that after her death if any thing would make 
her appear again, it would be any breach of silence especially after 
7 oclock; she was Mistress of Music 39 Years, and render’d great 
- service in playing on the Organ & Singing in high & Low Choir 
with great fervour, in the latter even to the last Sunday of her life ; 
Our Lord Bless’d her with a great share of health, & prosperity, 
& during her Government she gave the Holy Habit to 36 Religious : 
she was remarkable for an heroic Charity in Pardoning of injuries

In the Year of Our Lord 1786 upon the 29* of August, about 
the half Hour after 6 in the Evening, departed out of this transitory 
life to an Immortal one, our D? Sister Francis Clare Bishop, in 
the 66 Year of her Age & 48th of her Religious Profession ; she 
was a most Zealous & devout religious, rendered great service to 
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the Holy Comunity in many of the laborious Offices of the House, 
& in reading & singing both in Music & plain Song: having been 
Mistress of the Choir upwards of 37 years, during which time she 
wrote immence for the service of it, & some times Composed plain 
Song having a pretty taste for Singing, & an excellent Choir Voice 
which she faithfully used to the last ; & read in the Refectory the 
week before her death; she was remarkable for a tender Charity 
to all in distress, especially the poor who looked upon her as their 
mother; she bore much infirmity for many years with great 
patience & Courage, never excusing herself from Choir Duties in 
the day altho’ she suffer’d vastly from a Cancer in her breast, 
which at last brought her to her end, she received all the Rites of

most fervent, Devout & exact Religious, render’d great service 
to the Holy Comunity in most of the laborious Offices of y® house, 
also in singing & playing the Bass in the high Choir, & plain Song 
in y® Low, being Mistress of ye Choir many Years ; she was punctual 
in every Duty especially in holy Silence at the times ordain’d, 
& remarkably Charitable in speaking of her neighbour at other 
times ; she had a great devotion to our B¢ Lady & y® 3 Kings ; 
not being able to come to Mattins for many Years she by way of

from which time she became quite a child, & helpless, so that she 
could not make her Jubilee, or receive her Viaticum but only 
extreme Unction, which Our Confessor the R4 Father Angelus 
Ingram administer’d to her, assisted at her death & buried her 
in Our Cloister to our great Comfort, the Emperor’s Edict being 
at that time by the Archdutchess’s grant, put into a state of sus- 
pension.

the end of Nov’*' 178r before any news of y® Edicts for suppressing 
y® Convents was spoken off; having slept extremely well & quiet 
she awoke Calmly & sat up in her bed, thinking that as she was 
to be at Mattins it must be the time or past as she found herself 
quite refreshed, & began to fear the night watcher had fallen 
asleep, all on a sudden she heard distinctly a sweet clear voice 
that said prepare for a heavy scourge, to which in terror she cry’d 
out with simplicity Lord what is it to be but then Correcting her 
boldness she asked pardon & resigned herself; & at the same 
instant the watcher came into her Cell, but she said nothing to her, 
or any one till y® 21%t of Dec’*" ye same Year, when the first Edicts 
came out for y® suppression of Convents; Our removal from 
Princenhoff affected her extremely, & all her Comfort was to follow 
acts of Comunity till about 2 years before her death when her 
intellectual faculties where quite impaired; Yet she Continued 
to frequent y® Sacraments from time to time, & was taken care of 
in the Infirmary, where her employment to the last was making 
shifts for all ye Comunity ; She was seized with a paralitic stroke 
upon y® 4% which deprived her of her speech, but she seemed 
more sensible then she had been before, & received all the Rites 
of the Holy Church with great devotion ; she also had the happiness 
of going again to holy Comunion by way of viaticum upon y® 
13% ; she expired after a long & painful Agony of five hours; she 
was buried in the aforesid Burial ground. May She Rest in Peace. 

In the Year of Our Lord i800 upon ye 27% of October about 
two oclock in the morning, happily left this vale of tears to possess 
Everlasting joys, Our D® Sister Francis Sales Weld, in 27" Year 
of her Age, & 8 of her Religious Profession ; We may truely say 
of her that in a short space she fulfilled much time, in the fervent 
& exact observance of every Religious Duty; being prevented 
from her infancy with extraordinary graces with which she faith- 
fully Corresponded, as Innocence & the Candour & simplicity of 
a Child, she was remarkably assisduous in her application to every 
employment, by which assiduity she made such uncomon progress 
in playing upon the Bass Viol without the assistance of a Master, 
as to be the chief support of Our Choir, we having very few Voices 
& no Organ; her Obedience was such, that on her death-bed 
she would not be turned in it without the Infirmarians leave ; 
She was seized with a Violent nervous fever upon the r9tt & when 
told of her danger & receiving her Viaticum she expressed transports 
of Holy joy being then in her perfect sences ; after which she had 
only intervals, which moments she employed in fervent Acts of 
Resignation & Humility repeating incessantly Lord let not my 
will, but thine be done, & Iam an unprofitable servant ; her danger 
increasing the Rev Father Stephen Grafton Our Confessor ad- 
ministered to her the Holy Oils, during which ceremony she appeared 
sensible & answered to some of y® prayers, after a long & hard 
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Agony, She Calmly expired; She was buried in the aforesaid 
Burial ground. May She Rest in Peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1801 upon the 12 of May about ro 
minutes past 2 o’clock in the afternoon, happily departed out of 
this transitory life to an Immortal one, Our R@ Mother Mary 
Gertrude Simeon Weld actual Abbess of this Monastery, in the 
6o' Year of her Age & 44 of her Religious Profession, of her 
Government the 19%" Having consecrated herself to God in her 
early Youth, & being blessed with good health & many talents, 
both natural and acquired, she faithfully employ’d them all for the 
Honor of God & service of the Community. Inthe Choir as Organist 
for many years, & in several different offices of the House which 
she successively filled to the satisfaction of the Community, in 
particular as Vicaress which place she held 5 Years & that of first 
Mistress of the School during 3 Years. in the Year 1782 she was 
chosen Abbess which office she discharged till her Death, with 
great prudence & Lenity towards the Community, & with no less 
courage & fortitude in all the various troubles with which the whole 
time of her government was (at different intervals) disturbed by 
the Secular power, but more especially from the beginning of the 
french revolution, which at last forced us to quit our Monastery, 
& with great expence & trouble to seek an Asylum in England. 
She was always remarkable for great firmness of mind, & calm 
resignation to the orders of Providence in all events. Amongst 
other practices of piety it was discovered after her death that 
she always wore at her heart a paper in which was written Acts 
of all the principal virtues, & all the chief things she desired to ask 
of God for herself & her Neighbour, having made this contract 
with his divine Majesty, that as often as she press’d it to her heart 
it was her desire and intention to repeat all therein written. Her 
last illness was short, not complaining of any indisposition till the 
8th of May in the evening, which then did not appear to be of any 
great consequence, & she had assisted at all the different acts of 
Community during that day; on the following day her case 
appeared more alarmiug, & before night the Physician judged it 
to be aslight attack of Apoplexy, & for several hours there appear’d 
a great insensibility to all that pass’d, but the remedies applied 
having there proper effect, on the ro" in the afternoon she seem’d 
much revived, desired & receiv’d her Viaticum with great tran- 
quility & presence of mind saying the Confiteor herself with the 
assistants, & expressing afterwards the greatest joy in the happiness 
she possesss’d. On the following day we had reason to hope for 
her perfect recovery. the tranquility of mind she enjoy’d & her 
affability & condescension towards all those that assisted her 
in her illness, were means which we hoped wou’d have proved as 
beneficial for the restoration of her health, as they were pleasing 
to all about her, but on the 12 in the morning all our hopes vanish’d, 
the distemper terminated in an inflammation on the Lungs, & 
it visibly appear’d that she had not many hours to live. She 
receiv’d the Sacrament of Extreme Unction with great sentiments 
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of piety from the hands of the R4 Father Stephen Grafton our 
Confessor, who assisted her to her last breath, being in her perfect 
senses she continued to speak from time to time, & ceased not to 
move her lips in prayer, when she cou’d no longer articulate a word, 
she expired amidst the prayers & tears of her Dt Children, & was 
interred in the aforesaid Burial Ground. May She Rest In Peace. 

In the Year of our Lord, r80z on the 16% of Dec*r at the half 
hour after four in the Morning, happily departed out of this miserable 
world to a happy eternity, Our D* Sister Idesbalda Felicitas Plowden 
in the 56 year of her Age & 38" of her Religious Profession. She 
was always very pious, exact in Regular Observance and fearful 
of transgressing in the least point any duty of our holy Rule or 
Constitutions, much devoted to the B¢ Virgin Mary, in particular 
to the mystery of her sacred Dolours. Tho’ always of a weak 
& infirm constitution yet she ever faithfully employ’d the talents 
given her by Heaven, for the service of the holy Community even 
in some of the more laborious Offices of the House. She was also 
during 6 Years first Mistress of the School, & for the last 13 Years 
of her Life was employ’d as Procuratrix which office She filled 
till her Death to the great satisfaction of the Community being 
ever extremely attentive to supply all wants, both general & 
particular, with affability prudence & Charity to the utmost of her 
power. She had many difficulties to struggle with, from the time 
of our residence in England by the dearness of all the common 
necessaries of Life, which served to exercise her in patience and 
resignation to the holy will of God. She was Scrupulously nice 
in the management of money affairs, never doing anything without 
the knowledge & leave of Superiors, even in those cases, when in 
quality of her office she might have acted by her own judgment. 
Her health was in a declining state during the two last years of 
her life, & for ten weeks before her happy Death was confin’d to 
her Room. She bore the tediousness of a lingering decay with 
great fortitude & resignation, receiv’d all the last Sacraments in 
great sentiments of piety from the hands of Rev4 Father Stephen 
Grafton our Confessour, & Communicated a second time by way of 
Viaticum, enjoying a most perfect presence of mind to the last. 
Tho’ in her life time she had often express’d a great fear of Death, 
yet during her illness she ever spoke of it with the greatest calmness 
& resignation. She expired in perfect tranquility of mind & was 
interred in the aforesaid Burial Ground. May She Rest in Peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1802, on the 13% of August, at the 
half hour past four in the afternoon (having receiv’d all the rites 
of our Holy Mother the Church) happily departed from this vale 
of tears to a happy Eternity, our D* S'" in Christ, Mére Marie 
Angelique Joseph Dufour in the 515* Year of her Age & 26th 
of her Religious Profession. She was born at Douay in Flanders, 
receiv'd the Habit, & made her Religious Profession in a Convent 
of the same town call’d of the Congregation of our Lady, who ob- 
served the Rule of St Augustine, & the Constitutions of B4 Peter 
Fourier, whose principal end was the education of Youth. By 
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the revolution in France being with her Community expell’d their 
Convent, we were prevail’d upon by earnest intreaties to receive 
her into our Monastery at Bruges, where she arrived July 224 1793. 
we being forced to abandon our Dt retreat June 15%" 1794 She 
accompanied us to England. She wore our Habit & conform’d 
as much as possible to all our observances, but never professed 
our Rule. As long as her health & strength permitted, she render’d 
us great service by teaching french in the School, & was in every 
occasion eager to testify her great gratitude towards the Community 
by doing any thing in her power to serve all who stood in need of 
assistance. during the two last years of her life she edified us by her 
patience & resignation under long & tedious infirmities, & died 
of a decay. She was assisted in her last moments by the Rev’ 
Father Stephen Grafton our Confessor, She expired with great 
tranquility & resignation, being perfectly sensible to the last, & 
was interred in the aforesaid Burial Ground. May She Rest in 
Peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1803 on the 13 of April about a quarter 
past seven in the evening our D® Sister Catherine Michael Ainsworth 
Lay Sister happily exchanged this miserable world for immortal 
bliss, in the 724 year of her age, & 50 of her religious profession. 
she was a pious & fervent Religious indefatigable in her laborious 
employments, & being blessed with a solid judgment, & prudence, 
she rendered much service to the holy Community in the office of 
Marketing Sister, for above 20 Years, being a good A‘conomist, 
& having great regard to holy poverty. her friendly, charitable, 
& obliging disposition, made her as much beloved by Strangers, 
as by the Community ; particularly by the Lay Sisters, who looked 
upon her as their Mother. the last 5 Years of her life she was con- 
fined to the infirmary, edifying the Community by her extraordinary 
patience & courage under extreme sufferings from a painful ulcer 
in her leg, the Gout, & a complication of disorders ; during all this 
time she was not only never heard to complain, but not even to 
mention her sufferings ; striving always to conceal them, (& which 
only the strict attention of our infirmarian could discover) seeking 
no comfort from Creatures, the better to please her heavenly 
Spouse, and secure an Eternal reward from him, in whom alone, 
she sought for support by fervent prayer & a constant frequentation 
of the holy Sacraments during her tedious infirmity. she was seized 
about a fortnight before her death, with an illness then reigning, 
termed the influenza ; (fatal to aged people) & received all the rites 
of the Church with the benefit of the indulgence of her jubilee 
Year, from the hands of the Rev’ Father Lawrence Hawley (who 
supplied during the illness of our Confessor the Rev Father Steven 
Grafton; & assisted at her Death; she remaining sensible to 
almost the last moments, & expired with great tranquility. she lies 
buried at the Catholic burying ground Called St James’s. May she 
rest in peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1804 on the 20 of august, at the 4 past 
to at night, happily departed from this Vale of tears to immortal 
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bliss our D® Sister Elizabeth Tecla Palmer, Lay Sister, in the 834 
year of her age, & 534 of her religious profession, being quite worn 
out with age, Labours & violent Rheumatic pains which she had 
suffered for many Years with great patience & courage, & had 
for some Months before her death entirely confined her to her 
Chair unable to help herself; & which terminated in a gangrene. 
She had rendered great service to the holy Community by her 
faithful Labours in whatever she was employed in; being a truely 
pious religious, & most singularly charitable and compassionate 
to all, especially to the poor, for whom she used every endeavor 
to obtain their relief; this Charity she extended to the Souls in 
Purgatory, by her prayers, & the penances she frequently per- 
formed for them in the refectory as long as she was able to kneel. 
She devoutly received the rites of our holy Mother the Church from, 
& was assisted at her Death by the Rev4 Father Bernardin Colling- 
ridge Custos of our Province ; our Rev Father Confessor F. Anselm 
Milward being absent. she was buried at the aforsaid burying 
ground. May she rest in peace. 

On the 28 of Oct" : 1804 about 6 o’clock in the Evening happily 
departed from this miserable World to eternal Joys, our Dr St 
Anna Josephina Ferrers, in the 56 year of her age & 36t of her 
religious Profession, after having received all the rites of our holy 
Mother the Church, she had suffered much from a dropsy, for the 
last 7 or 8 Months of her Life, & bore the operation of being twice 
tapped with great courage & patience, she had rendered the Com- 
munity service in several of the humble offices, taking much pains 
to fulfill whatever holy obedience required of her to the utmost 
of her abilities, she had laboured under great trouble of mind 
during her whole life, but Almighty God was pleased for the last 6 
months to free her from these anxious fears & restore her to a perfect 
calm, & peace of mind in which she happily expired, being assisted 
at her Death by Rev’ F Anselm Milward our Confessor, she lies 
buried at St James’s. May she rest in peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1805 on the 19 of October, about the 
quarter before 7 in the morning, happily exchanged this miserable 
exile for a glorious immortality, our D" Sister Francis Joseph 
Webbe in the 50! Year of her age, & the 31°! of her religious pro- 
fession: she received all the rites of our holy Mother the Church 
from the hands of the Rev? Father Austin Roberts our Confessor. 
she had lingered on about 8 months in a decline, suffering much ; 
& for the last 4 Months of her life was confined to her room, & mostly 
to her Bed; bearing her tedious illness with great resignation to 
the Will of God: she had always been a very exemplary pious 
religious, had edified the Community very much by her Constancy 
in going through a Novitiate of near 7 Years, in submission to the 
edict of the Empress Queen. she rendered great service to the holy 
Community in several different offices, particularly those of the 
Distill-House, & infirmarian, which latter she exercised for 11 
Years to the entire satisfaction & comfort of all the Sick, dying in 
that meritorious office: she was remarkably charitable, making 
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herself all to all; & although she was of a very infirm & weak 
habit of body, she seemed to forget her own infirmitys to attend 
to those of others with unremitting care & tenderness, scarcely 
ever quitting the Beds of her Sick. Almighty God having blessed 
her with uncommon skill & talents in attending the Sick, she faith- 
fully employed them to his honour & glory, not only to her religious 
Sisters but also to the poor, or any one to whom she could render 
service. which we confidently hope has secured to her the eternal 
reward promised by our B4 Redeemer, to those who exercise their 
Charity to his suffering Members. she was interred at the aforsaid 
burial Ground. May ‘she rest in peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1811 on the 224 of Nov" between 
2 & 3 in the morning, departed from this miserable world, our 
Dear Sister Anne Cecily Scarisbrick : after a long & tedious illness 
of above a twelvemonth, & for the last 4 year was confined to the 
Infirmary, & chiefly to her Bed; the Doctor who constantly 
attended her did not apprehend any immediate danger till the day 
before her Death; when she received all the Rites of the Church 
with great sentiments of piety, from the hands of the Rev4 Father 
Pacificus Kington our Confessor, who also buried her. her illness 
being a decline she calmly expired without a Sigh or groan or any 
agony, in the 65% Year of her age & 48 of her religious Profession. 
She had a particular devotion to her glorious Patroness St Cecily, 
& endeavoured to imitate her in promoting the divine praises with 
unremitted zeal, most faithfully employing the talents Almighty 
God had given her both as Organist in which she excelled, & in 
composing & compiling Vocal Music for the Choir; we therefore 
confidently hope that she is gone to sing the praises of God in a 
happy Eternity. She was interred in our own burying ground, & 
it was the first funeral that the holy Community had assisted at 
since we left our Convent of Princenhoff. May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1813 on the 20 of October between 
4 and 5 in the afternoon having received all the rites of our Holy 
Mother the Church, happily finished her earthly pilgrimage our 
Venerable and dear Mother Mary Seraphina Lawson, in the 724 
year of her age and the 54 of her religious profession. She was 
a zealous devout religious who had borne the yoke of our Lord 
from her youth. Being blessed with an excellent Voice, and 
great Knowledge of Music, she was the support of our Choir for 
many years, in which she was Mistress of Music. She also acquitted 
herself with great fidelity in the office of 2.4 Mistress of the School, 
and laboured to the utmost of her abilities to promote the improve- 
ment of her scholars. The last two years of her life she was confined 
to the Infirmary by a lingering decay, attended with a violent cough 
and spitting: purified by suffering we hope she now enjoys the 
reward of her labours in Life everlasting. She was interred in our 
burying ground by our Confessor the Rev®4 Father Andrew Weet- 
man. May she rest in peace. 

There lieth buried in our Burying ground the Body of Frances 
Dormer daughter of Iames Dormer Esq? of Warwick, and of Lucy 
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Fitzherbert his wife, who died of a Rheumatic Fever aged 12 
on the night of the gt of Dec'™ 1810. Also the body of Monica 
Wright Daughter of Iohn Wright Esq? of Kelvedon Hall in the 
County of Essex and Elizabeth Lawson his Wife, who died of a 
violent Fever and Sore throat aged 17, on the 30 of Ian'y 1814. 
These were both Scholars. May they rest in Peace. 

Oct' 1814. Between the graves of the two above named young 
Ladies lieth the body of John Buller, the infant of an attorney in 
Taunton, who lived but an hour or two from its birth, and was 
baptized by his father at the earnest entreaty of his Catholic mother 
who witnessed that it was validly done. As the parents were 
then in distressed Circumstances, out of Charity to save them 
expense he was interred in our burying ground. Omnis Spiritus 
Laudet Dominum.

Under the lamp between the first and second windowe at the 
foote of the altar lyeth the bodie of sister Marie Holte, buried the 
17 of november in the year of our lorde 1623. 

By sister Marie Holte at her right hand lyeth buried her sister 
Clare Holte, the 19 of Ianuarie. 1625. 

At the head of Marie Holte imediatly lyeth the bodie of sister 
Grace Bray, by the wall, buried the 20 day of September 1625. 

At the head of Clare Holte and the right side of Grace Bray 
lyeth the bodie of sister Petronille Kempe: buried on the 8 day of 
Aprill 1628. 

At the right hand of Clare Holte at the Altarsfoote in the middle 
thereof lyeth the bodie of sister Philippe Powell: buried on the 7 
day of July. 1629. 

At the right hand of Philippe Powell ; but with so much distance 
as is well capable of another bodie: next vnto the wall of the 
chappell by the sacristie doore lyeth the bodie of sister Marie 
Skinner : buried the 24 of Iuly in the year of our lorde 1629. She 
was buried so farr of, because for the shortness of the time between 
her death and the death of the other before her, the graves could 
not be made neer together.

At the left hand of St Marie Michaell euen close by her left side 
lieth buried the body of S* Wenefred Dormer in Religion called 
St Clare Augustin she dyed y® 22 of July the yeare 1654 w* her 
face towards the East. 

At y® left hand of Mother Margaret Clare close by her left side 
is buried the body of St Ann Baker, in Religion caled st Ann Francis.

On the Festival of the Glorious St Joseph the rg of March 
1814 happily slept in peace our dear Sister in Christ Mere Marie 
Antoinette Joseph Gravez a Religious of the Congregation of 
Our Lady from the Town of Douay which Convent and Institute 
have been mentioned in a former part of this Archive in recording 
the death of Mere Angelique du Four. It was at the instance of 
the last named religious that we received her fellow member in 
the Spring of the year 1794 who accompanied us to England the 
following June and ever edified us by her cheerful piety, and active 
charity to her neighbour ; spending herself in the meanest and most 
laborious offices, being particularly assiduous about the infirm 
and aged. She wore our Habit, and conformed as far as she was 
able to our customs, but never professed the Rule. About two 
years before her death she fell into a most desolating state of interior 
trials and scruples, add to which, a violent scorbutic humour, 
which had jong preyed on her constitution, so weakened her judg- 
ment as to render her incapable of receiving any comfort. She 
continued her charitable care of others till within a few months 
of her death, when she was confined to the Infirmary in a deep 
decay. She received all the last Sacraments in great peace from 
the hands of our Confessor the Rev®4 Father Andrew Weetman, 
and resigned her innocent soul into the hands of her Creator, being 
68 years of age, 43 of which she spent in a Religious state. She 
was interred in our Burying ground by the aforesaid Confessor. 
May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1814 on Saturday the 18 of June,. 
piously deceased in the 68 year of her age, and the 515* of her 
Religious Profession, our dear Sister Ven"* Mother Frances Antony 
Ferrers, having had the happiness of being fortified with the last 
Sacraments of our Holy Mother the Church on the preceding 
Monday, the Feast of her Patron St Antony. She was a pious and 
upright Religious, who had served the Community in many of the 
laborious offices of the house ; had an excellent bass voice, and was 
of a compassionate, charitable disposition. She was interred in 
the Burying ground by the Rev24 Father Andrew Weetman our 
Confessor. May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of the Lord 1814 on Saturday the 24% of Sep 
the Feast of our Lady of Mercy having been previously fortified 
with the last Sacraments died our most dear and Venerable Mother 
Mary Catharine Dormer in the 88* of her age the 73" of her religious 
profession she had faithfully served the Community in many 
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Offices, particularly in that of Sick Mother, shewing much charity 
and attention to the wants of the infirm. In her old age her 
affability and cordiality to all who approached her exceedingly 
endeared her to every one. She had always honoured the Bd 
Virgin and her Holy Spouse St Joseph with singular devotion, 
and had the happiness of closing her mortal pilgrimage on the 
peculiar feast of the Mother of Mercy. Father Andrew Weetman 
our Confessor, who had administered the last Sacraments to her, 
buried her in our Burying Ground. May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1815 on the 3'4 of Jan"y died our dear 
Sister Mary Austin Hutton in the 61% year of her age and 26‘ of 
her religious Profession. She was seized with a most violent 
apoplectic and paralitic disorder sometime during the night of 
the 1St or early in the morning of the 2™ of Jan'y, and found by 
the person who called her speechless and senseless, the Sacrament 
of Extreme Unction was administered, and immediate recourse 
had to medical assistance, but every remedy proving ineffectual, 
she expired a little after eight the next morning. She had served 
religion in the offices of Infirmarian, second Portress, and Pro- 
curatrix, which last place she filled the last 13 years of her life, 
with great care and solicitude, never sparing herself when she 
thought she could by any means save for the Community ; may 
God in his goodness grant her to reap the fruit of her labours. 
She was interred in our burying ground by Father Andrew Weetman 
our Confessor. May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1815 on the 27 of April departed out 
of this life to life everlasting, our dear and Ven>!® Mother Mary 
Lewis Rowe, in the 74 year of her Age and the 58 from her entrance 
in to holy Religion. She was a Religious of an humble & peaceable 
deportment, very exact in all duties; her assiduity in Choir was 
most edifying, notwithstanding the great pains she suffered on her 
Chest which was so weak for many years, that she could scarce 
speak to be heard, yet did she never fail even at the most severe 
seasons of the year, being present at every part of the Divine 
Office. She received the holy Communion for the last time on the 
16 of April having been at confession on the eve and spent the 
morning as usual at her devotions, (it being the Anniversary of 
her holy Profession). After dinner she fell gradually in to an 
apoplexy, this first attack was but slight, and did not deprive 
her of her intellects or the use of her limbs ; still no remedies seemed 
to relieve her and the stupor continued. On the 26 she retired to 
rest without the least apparent change, and the next morning was 
found by the watcher, in her Agony speechless and senseless. Our 
Confessor the Rev? Father Andrew Weetman administered the 
Sacrament of Extreme Unction and she expired at about the quarter 
before five in the morning. May She rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1815 on the rr of Sep** departed this 
life, our dear Sister Mary Alexia Kitchen, in the 82 year of her 
age, and 60in holy religion. She was a lay Sister and had faithfully 
served the holy CommyY in all the labours of her humble station, 
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being of a most charitable and compassionate disposition and ever 
ready to serve every one, and even in the decline of life when her 
great age had deprived her almost entirely of her sight, and strength, 
she never seemed happier than when she thought of anything in 
which she could still render some small service to the holy Commy. 
Her last illness was a dysentery and fever, she was not judged by 
the Doctor to be in any danger till two days before her death, 
it being the glorious feast of the Nativity of our B¢ Lady, to whom 
she had always been singularly devoted and had the happiness on 
that day to receive her Viaticum between 3 and 4, in the afternoon, 
and Extreme Unction after Matins the same night. She peaceably 
resigned her soul into the hands of her Creator at about the half 
past twelve O'clock in the night between the ro and 11 of Sep’ 
Our Confessor the Rev’ Andrew Weetman administered to her 
the last Sacraments, was present at her death and also buried her. 
May She rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1816, on the 13 of May a little before 
nine O’Clock at night, happily reposed in our Lord our dear and 
Ven*!* Mother Catherine Mechtilda Plowden in the 69" year of her 
age & the 524 of her religious profession, having received all the 
rites of our holy Mother the Church from the hands of our Rt Rev4 
Father in God D® Collingridge, Bishop of Thespia & Vicar Apostolic 
of this district: our Confessor the Rev Father Andrew Weetman 
being absent. She had been ill from the middle of the foregoing 
Lent, but was not considered in any danger till the last 24 hours, 
when an Erysepalas took place & rapidly brought on a mortification. 
She, who had had many interior trials, & besides, many severe 
crosses, had had a great fear of death, was in these awful moments 
not only resigned, but serene & tranquil ; & possessing her presence 
of mind nearly to the last gasp, she entered into all the consoling 
& amorous sentiments of piety, suggested to her by the worthy 
Prelate who assisted her, with ardour & calmness. God Almighty 
had blessed her with great abilities & a good judgment, which 
with the utmost fidelity she dedicated to his honour & glory & the 
good of the Community. She was several years Procuratrix: 
9 years first mistress of the school, & many years a discreet, & 
on many occasions a great help by her Counsel to her Superiors. 
She was remarkably faithful in regular observance : in everything 
exemplary: Cordial friendly & charitable to all her religious 
Sisters. We confidently hope this true daughter of the cross is 
gone to receive the reward of her amorous resignation, & that 
Crown of Glory from the hands of her Crucified Redeemer which 
he has reserved for those who share in His crown of Thorns. 

Rev? Father Andrew Weetman returned home in time to 
perform her funeral obsequies. She is interred in our burying 
ground. May she rest in peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1817, on the 16! of Jan'y departed 
this life our dear Sister Elizabeth Joseph Ferrers, in the 66 year 
of her age and the 47‘ of her religious profession having received 
the Sacrament of Extreme Unction on the preceding day; on 
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which she was taken with an apoplectic fit immediately aiter 
meditation in the Choir, & fell as she rose to go out at the ringing 
to Collation: she remained speechless & senseless to the last, 
which deprived her of the Viaticum, but she had received the 
holy Communion the day before her seizure we therefore trust 
she was well prepared for this awful summons. She had served 
the holy Community in many of the lesser offices & had been 
peculiarly serviceable in the Music Choir having had a beautiful 
voice which she faithfully employed to sing the praises of God. 
The latter years of her life she was very infirm which she endured 
with resignation & patience. Our Rev4 Father Confessor Andrew 
Weetman administered her & buried her in our burying Ground. 
May she rest in Peace. 

At Sidmouth in Devonshire on the 224 of Dec" 1817 departed 
out of this miserable life M™’ Ann Bird the widow of Christopher 
Bird Esq? in the 69 year of her age. She had been educated 
in our Monastery of Princenhoff, & had always retained a sincere 
affection and gratitude for our Community, which was increased 
by her having three daughters amongst our religious Sisters. She 
made it her particular request that she might be buried in our 
Cemetery & partake of our prayers; a thing not usual but for 
great benefactors, yet R4 Mother Abb: charitably acceded to her 
wishes. Her remains were conveyed hither in a Coffin lined with 
lead on the 10 of Dec’ (her birthday) accompanied by her 24 
son & two of her daughters & her funeral obsequies were performed 
by our Chaplain the Rev4 Father Andrew Weetman between 
8 and g O'Clock that night, the Community & 6 of her own children 
assisting. 

She had a numerous offspring, 16 children, & had spared no 
pains to instill into them a thorough knowledge of our holy religion 
& early sentiments of piety. Her life was a series of calamity 
which she supported with resignation & fortitude, continually 
expressing the deepest sentiments of gratitude to God for the com- 
fort he gave her in her children. Out of a peculiar devotion to our 
Ba Lady she had all her daughters named Mary in Baptism. We 
trust in this Mother of Mercy, to whom she thus presented her 
children, that though she was deprived of the rites of the Church 
by the sudden turn of her disorder, that she pleaded the cause 
of her client, at the tribunal of her Son and obtained her admission 
to eternal happiness. She lies buried nearly under the sanctuary 
window. her family placed a headstone to her Memory. May she 
rest in Peace. 

In the Year of our Lord 1817 on the 26" of Dec between 
Ir and 12 o Clock in the night our dear Sister Catherine Teresa 
Taaffe calmly yielded her innocent soul into the hands of her 
Redeemer ; being 22 years of age ; 3 years and 4 months in Religion, 
but had only been professed about a year & 3 months, her parents 
having insisted on her differring her holy engagement till she was 
nearly ofage. She was in every respect a promising young religious, 
exemplary in holy Obedience & in fidelity in all her religious duties. 
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During some part of the 24 year of her Novitiate, & for some months 
after her profession, whe was employed in helping in the Poor 
School, chiefly in the religious instruction of the poor Children, 
of which she acquitted herself with Charitable zeal & painstaking 
solicitude. 

She languished 6 months in a Consumption, edifying all the 
Community by her extreme patience & resignation in all her 
sufferings. Fully aware of her danger more than two months before 
she died, she saw the gradual approach of dissolution with the 
greatest serenity. She received her Viaticum twice at the interval 
of 8 days between, & her Extreme Unction on the 23% of Dec. 
As her desires were ardent of being united again to her Divine 
Spouse in the Sacrament of His Love, the holy Communion was 
given her again for her comfort a little after midnight on Christmas 
night. In these last days her cheerful resignation seemed to 
encrease to an heroic degree and Almighty God favoured her 
with an uncommon tranquillity & peace of mind, so that she might 
well have exclaimed O! Death! where is thy sting? She con- 
tinued in her perfect senses to the last uniting her heart & soul 
to God in fervent ejaculations of Faith, confidence, & love, & 
expired pronouncing the holy names of Jesus & Mary. Our Con- 
fessor Rev? Father Andrew Weetman administered her, likewise 
interred her in our burying ground. May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1818 on the 9 of July, between the 
hours of 9 & 10 o Clock in the morning, died suddenly, our dear 
Sister Mary Joseph Agnes Gillow, aged 53, of which she had spent 
17 years & II months in holy Religion. Her life in the world was 
that of a most exemplary christian, & it pleased God to reward 
it, by calling her to a religious life in the 37" year of her age. To 
this grace she faithfully corresponded, was most exact in regular 
observance, cordial & ready to serve & oblige all her religious 
sisters. She discharged with great fidelity many of the little 
offices of the monastery: & during the year the Community re- 
mained at Winchester, while the building was about, at Taunton 
Lodge, Sister Agnes was one of those sent on here, where she went 
through the business of both Procuratrix & Dispenser for a twelve- 
month, to the comfort & satisfaction of her religious sisters. She 
had a great devotion to work for the Altar & dedicated to it most 
of her leisure moments, in whatever office she was employed, 
netting trimmings for Albs, making Cords &c. 

The last 8 months of her life, she laboured under a complicated 
& obscure illness, which sometimes appeared to threaten con- 
sumption, sometimes to indicate a liver complaint, at others an 
inflammation about the heart; she suffered much, with great 
serenity & patience, & kept herself constantly prepared for death. 
Neither bad nights, or pain, or weakness could induce her to take 
any nourishment during the 24 part of the night on Communion 
days, by which effort she was enabled to approach constantly to 
the holy Communion, & had had the happiness to receive her 
Saviour in the holy Sacrament between two & three hours only 
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before she was summoned to appear before him as her judge. 
On the 9 of July when she was half dressed, the Infirmarian 
left her room, & returned in about 10 minutes, & found her slipt 
down by the side of her bed & expired. Rev? Mt Weetman who 
was immediately called, could only give her the last absolution 
conditionally, as there was no appearance of life remaining. It 
was supposed water had formed & broke upon her heart. Rev4 
Father Andrew Weetman interred her in our burying ground. 
May she rest in Peace. 

In the year of our Lord 1818 on the 18 of Oct* between 
tr & 12 oclock in the night departed this life our dear Sister Mary 
Clare Adams being 32 years of age of which she had spent 7 in holy 
religion. She received the Extreme Unction about three weeks 
before her death, and her Viaticum five times at the interval of 
8 days between. S'" Mary Clare was a convert to the Catholic 
faith a very few years before her entrance into our monastery ; 
she had incurred the displeasure of her parents by leaving their 
errors, and was destitute of all means for a temporal support as she 
was not endowed with abilities for earning a livelihood, & though 
a masculine woman had not strength or health to lead a very 
laborious life. Providence gave her an inclination to a religious 
state & directed her to this our monastery where her elder sister 
had been previously received. It appeared during her Novice 
year that her constitution was threatened by scrophula or King’s 
evil which showed itself in a large swelled gland on one of her 
arms which however gradually absorbed. Our Apothecary gave 
it as his opinion that our state of life would be beneficial rather 
than detrimental to her general health which opinion was certainly 
erroneous, as it is clear, that very generous diet such as no way 
suits religious persons and much exercise in the open air, are the 
only means of preventing the progress of this dire disease, of which 
we had had no experience, & therefore on the judgment of the medical 
attendant & from compassion & charity received S* Mary Clare 
to her profession. She had a good will to serve the Community 
of which she gave proof during her novitiate in any thing required 
of her, but it pleased God she should sanctify herself by bodily 
sufferings. Soon after she was released from the Novitiate a 
scrophulous gland was formed on the joint of her left thigh, the whole 
limb wasted away, an open sore took place on her ancle, & she 
was reduced to move on crutches with difficulty ; at last her hip 
became dislocated, & by issues & remedies which proved more 
detrimental than useful, she was confined entirely to her bed 
the last five months of her life ; a contraction took place & she could 
not move herself or be moved but with extreme pain. The disease 
at length took to her bowels, yet very slowly terminated her 
sufferings, gradually reducing her to an excessive degree of weakness 
till she expired without struggle or agony. She bore her infirmity 
with patience & resignation, died in great peace & tranquillity. 
Rev? Father Andrew Weetman administered her, likewise buried 
her in our Cemetery. R.IP. 
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Lay Sister. In the year of our Lord 1818 the 25! of Nov 
between the hours of 8 and g in the morning, piously reposed in 
our Lord our dear Sister Mary Frances Ainsworth Lay Sister : 
aged 74 in religion 57 years. She was an upright, pious, simple 
soul of a cheerful active turn of mind, was never happier than when 
employed in the service of the Community. She had great courage 
& exertion, & went through, with the greatest fidelity, the laborious 
employments of her humble station notwithstanding a nervous 
complaint from which she suffered much, more or less, for between 
30 & 40 years. This complaint occasioned a trembling or shaking 
throughout her whole frame in a sort of convulsive way; it was 
esteemed a species of that disorder commonly called St Vitus’s 
dance. It gradually encreased upon her; for the last 15 years 
she could not receive the holy Communion without a person to 
hold her head steady—for many years she was obliged to have 
the same assistance to enable her to drink. For the last 7 years of 
her life she was entirely confined to the Infirmary unable to stand, 
& was wheeled in a chair from one room to another ; the last months 
she kept her bed. during this latter period other complaints aggra- 
vated her sufferings, but by continual prayer she attained to a 
great & exemplary patience & resignation, & kept up a surprising 
cheerfulness. She had a particular & tender devotion to our 
BaLady. Nature was at length quite worn out. She had appeared 
dying in Augst but rallied again till Nov", when she received her 
Extreme Unction for the last time—her Viaticum thrice at the usual 
interval between. She kept her senses to the last & the night 
preceding her dissolution she spent in amorous ejaculations of love 
& desires of magnifying the name of God for all eternity. She 
expired pronouncing the holy name of Jesus without agony or 
struggle. Rev? Father Andrew Weetman administered her like- 
wise buried her in our burying ground. May she rest in peace.

NECROLOGY OF THE ENGLISH PROVINCE OF FRIARS 
MINOR OF THE ORDER OF ST. FRANCIS, 
1618—r1761. 

This Necrology is contained in a book measuring 9? x74 X} inches, 
containing 41 pages of manuscript, after which come 12 pages of index 
and 5 blank pages. On the last page is written “N32. D. Nomina 
Martyrum & Fratrum a Restauratione Pro’ae.” The whole is in a modern 
black leather binding, lettered ‘ Necrologia Prov. Angl. Ord. Min.— 
1618—1761.” It isallin the same handwriting. The book is the property 
of the Franciscan Convent, Taunton. 

Thaddeus, in his “ Franciscans in England” (Art and Book Co., 1898), 
gives brief biographies of the members of the English Franciscan Province, 
though some of the dates, and occasionally the names, do not quite agree | 
with those in this Necrology. ‘There are numerous individuals herein 
that are not mentioned by Thaddeus, and many names mentioned by 
Thaddeus are not recorded in this Necrology. 

I have expanded the terminal particle “que” where contracted ; and 
have added in square brackets a few words omitted by the compiler but 
necessary for the sense of the passage. R. T-L.

On a loose scrap of paper :— 


Fathers John & Nicholas Cross were both Provincials of the 
Order. It was during the provincialship of F* John Cross who was 
elected at the 15" General Chapter held in 1674 at Somerset House, 
that the English Province embraced the technically cailed ‘‘ Strict 
Observance ”’ & styled themselves Recollects. In 1670 F™ Nicholas 
Cross, then Provincial was chosen Chaplain to Anne Hyde, Duchess 
of York. This Father was thrice imprisoned for the faith, but 
no record has come down under whose reign. He was elected 
Provincial four times, in 1662, in 1671, in 1680, & lastly in 1689. 
Ill health forced him to resign his office, he retired to Douai where 
he died in 1698. The year 1687 was an eventful one for the Order, 
for during Ft John Cross’ visitation of the Province ten new resi- 
dences were presented to him—in the same year the Friars obtained 
a lease of ten years of premises near Lincoln’s Inn Fields. But 
in Nov? 1688 when the Prince of Orange landed in England the dis- 
contented part of the population made an attack on the Friary 
at Lincoln’s Inn & would have destroyed it but for a guard sent by 
King James. Even when he was forced to leave the Kingdom, 
he was mindful of the safety of the Friars & sent them word by 
Bishop Leyburn to leave Lincoln’s Inn. F* John Cross retired to 
Douai & died in 1689.

‘ Constitutions 


1. Name. The name of the Society is “‘ THE CATHOLIC REcoRD 
Society.” 


2. Objects. The objects are the transcribing, printing, indexing, 
and distributing to its members the Catholic Registers of Baptisms, 
Marriages and Deaths, and other old Records of the Faith, chiefly per- 
sonal and genealogical, since the Reformation in England and Wales. 


3. Management. The affairs of the Society are managed by a 
Council consisting of twelve members and four honorary officers, viz., 
The Recorder, Bursar, Legal Adviser and Secretary—four forming a 
quorum. It has power to appoint a President and Vice-Presidents, 
its Chairman and Officers, and to fill vacancies on its own body, and has 
power to refuse or take away membership. One-third of the twelve 
members and all the honorary officers retire each year, but are eligible 
for re-election. Nominations of New Members of the Council must be 
sent to the Secretary fourteen days before the Annual Meeting. The 
representation and management are reserved to Catholic Members. 


4. Subscription. The subscription is one guinea per annum 
commencing June 1st, which entitles members to any publications 
issued during the year. 

No volume will be issued to any member whose subscription is 
unpaid, and the names of any members whose subscription shall be 
two years in arrear will thereupon be removed from the Society, and 
not be readmitted until all arrears are paid. A member wishing to 
retire from the Society must intimate his intention to the Bursar or 
the Secretary, before the 1st day of June, or be held liable for his sub- 
scription for the ensuing year. 

Personal Life-Membership may be obtained on payment of 
twenty guineas in advance. Members who have paid subscriptions for 
ten consecutive years and who are not in arrear may obtain the same 
privilege on payment of ten guineas. All life subscriptions are to be 


capitalized. 


5. Back Numbers. Members may, on prepayment, obtain back 
numbers (if in stock) on such terms as the Council may direct. 


6. Meetings. An Annual Meeting is held in the month of June or 
July, of which at least seven days’ notice is sent to all the members. 
At this meeting a report of the work of the Society, with a statement 
of the income and expenditure, is presented. This is issued together 
with the list of members and the Constitutions of the Society. 


7. Audit. The Bursar’s accounts are audited by a member of 
the Society appointed by the Council, at the close of the financial year, 
which expires on May 31.

SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


HE hopes of progress expressed last year have not been 
realised as early as was anticipated. As all know, the 
post-war unrest is still with us, and unexpected difficulties 
have had to be encountered. Regarding Volume xxii— 

Miscellanea xii—a series of difficulties have been experienced. Notes 
expected did not arrive: the death of one editor led to the loss of 
his proofs, which when recovered were found to be only partially 
corrected, and a qualified substitute was difficult to find. Worst 
of all, near the end, two mission registers, when collated with the 
originals, were found to have been so dealt with as to require addi- 
tions and resetting to make them correct and worthy of the Society. 
The index, a necessarily long one, has been completed by Mrs 
Martin under trying circumstances, and it is now in the printers’ 
hands. This volume is probably the most interesting of the whole 
series. 

Volume xxili—the Registers of Brindle and Samlesbury—has 
the text allin type. Mr Gillow, with his usual ability, provided an 
interesting introduction to the first, but his death left us without 
one to the second. Attempt is being made to provide some general 
information. 

Volume xxiv—the Franciscan Annals at Taunton—has been in 
the printers’ hands some time. It will contain particulars of more 
friars and nuns of the Order than have hitherto appeared in print. 

The Rev. Edwin Henson has increased his contribution of 
transcripts from the archives of Nottingham diocese; and it is 
desirable to produce some of them in the next volume of Miscellanea, 
which will enable us to satisfy the varied tastes of a large clientele 
such as ours, 

Meanwhile the possibility of printing the Seventh Douay Diary 
and Dominican Annals calls for attention, whilst the ruinous charges 
for printing hold our hands. The financial position is sound, as 
evidenced by the financial statement, which Mr W. Sheldrake has 
again kindly audited; but more than former wariness is called for 
now. 

The Council desires to express its gratitude for the confidence 
and consideration accorded by members, and trusts they will be 
well satisfied in the result. 

Death has been busy again amongst us, as the following list 
shows. 

The Right Rev. Monsignor Kennard; The Right Rev. Monsignor 
Culley; The Rev. Fr Sebastian Bowden, the fifty-eighth Founder, 
who, when the formation of the Society was mooted, directed a 
notice to be put upin the London Oratory church, he being then the 
Superior. His subscription is now continued by the Oratory 
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Library. The Most Rev. Dr Maguire, Archbishop of Glagow; Miss 
Guiney, a contributor to the Society’s papers some years ago; 
Alderman Alexander Carus, K.S.G., whose subscription is continued 
by his son and namesake ; Mr Gervase Elwes, K.M., the distinguished 
vocalist; The Most Rev. Dr Whiteside, first Archbishop of Liver- 
pool; Mr Rowland Wedgwood, sixty-seventh Founder; Mr Philip 
Witham; and one whose loss the Society deeply deplores, Mr Joseph 
Gillow, the Honorary Recorder, whose contributions to Catholic 
history and our pages are so well known. He was the sixteenth 
Founder, but it may well be said that he and the Society were made 
for one another. His whole manhood of half a century was devoted 
to such work, evidenced by several volumes, but most of all by his 
well-known “‘ Bibliographical Dictionary of English Catholics,” which, 
had he had his way, would have run into seven volumes instead of 
five. He was most helpful to many other writers, always ready 
to oblige with information from his accumulated store. Mrs Gillow 
continues his subscription for the following year. 

Ten members have joined,—the Rt Rev. Dr Doubleday, second 
Bishop of Brentwood; Mr James Gressier Blackledge; Alderman 
Hubert A. Leicester; Mr James Barton; The London Oratory 
Library; Miss Cahill; Mrs Temple; Mr Alexander H. Carus; Not- 
tingham Public Library; and the National Library of Wales. 

Specially welcome are these great Libraries, and it is to be hoped 
they may increase, for our pages contain much relating to national 
history and genealogy. 

Eleven deaths, eight resignations, and ten new members reduce 
the membership from three hundred and forty-nine to three hundred 
and forty. As the value of the next volumes is seen, we hope the 
membership may again increase. 

Two members have compounded for life-membership. 

The members of Council retiring in rotation are the Very Rev. 
Canon Sutcliffe; the Very Rev. Prior Dix, O.P.; the Marquis of 
Ruvigny; and Dr Williamson. 


PROGRESS 
TuE position of our Society as compared with other Record-printing 
Societies and the dates of foundation will be of interest. These 
Societies, even with a smaller membership, have done and are doing 
valuable work. They deserve more support.

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TRANSACTIONS 
OF THE SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


The Seventeenth Annual Meeting of the Catholic Record Society 
was held at Archbishop’s House, Westminster, by permission of 
the Cardinal Archbishop, on Tuesday the 26th July rgaz. 

His Eminence the Cardinal Gasquet, O.S.B., the President of 
the Society, presided. There were also present: the Very Rev. 
Canon Sutcliffe, M.A.; the Very Rev. Canon Burton, D.D.; the 
Very Rev. Prior Dix, O.P.; the Rev. John Rory Fletcher; the 
Rev. Edwin Henson; the Rev. J. H. Pollen, S.J.; Sir Henry S. 
Jerningham, Bart.; Miss Marjorie Foljambe Hall; Mr James 
Britten K.C.S.G.; Mr G. F. Engelbach; Mr L. C. Lindsay, Hon. 
Bursar; Mr C. J. Munich, K.S.G.; Mr C. J. Roskell, Hon. Legal 
Adviser; Major Skeet; Mr J. P. Smith; Major Trappes-Lomax; 
Major Charles J. Vaughan, O.B.E.; and J. S. Hansom, Hon. Secre- 
tary. 

Regrets were received from Colonel Chichester-Constable; Dr 
Brierley, who sent some experiences of his always expected difficulties 
as Hon. Secretary of the Lancashire Parish Register Society; Mr 
R. N. Green-Armytage, who said he had completed the Registers 
of Shepton-Mallet, Somerset, and was proceeding with those of 
Bonham, Wilts.; and Dr Williamson. 

Cardinal Gasquet said that he felt it to be his first duty as 
President to record the great loss which the Society and also the 
Catholic body had sustained by the death of Mr Joseph Gillow, 
whose ‘‘ Bibliographical Dictionary of English Catholics’ was a 
mine to which anybody and everybody who required information 
on Catholic matters or Catholic authors applied immediately. The 
unfortunate thing was that he was never able to complete the last 
volume. That was a thing to be deplored, and how it was to be 
remedied His Eminence did not know. It was a matter for the most 
serious consideration as to whether they could not organise a sub- 
scription to complete the dictionary as a monument to the memory 
of Mr Joseph Gillow. 

He felt it his duty to express to Mrs Gillow their sympathy with 
her in her loss, and their profound sense of the loss which Catholics 
generally as a body had sustained. The Catholic Record Society 
owed Mr Gillow a debt of gratitude, as his notes formed one of 
the most valuable parts of their publications. 

Considering the difficulties of printing, the Society had reason 
to be more than satisfied with its present position; and as to the 
financial side, it was a wonderful thing that they had {1,212 avail- 
able to meet present liabilities and further undertakings. There 
were signs that prices were already coming down—indeed, things 
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must right themselves, or literature must come to an end. Some- 
how and somewhere the balance would be struck—when we had 
peace; for we had not peace yet. His Eminence did not think there 
was any Society that could show a better or more important list 
of publications than this Society had already issued; and he had 
_ great pleasure in moving the adoption of the report and financial 
statement. 

Mr James Britten, in seconding, said that if that Society could 
do anything towards completing the supplementary volume to Mr 
Gillow’s dictionary, they would be doing the most useful work that 
could well be imagined. | 

Mr J. P. Smith proposed that the matter of completing the 
dictionary might be left to the Council of the Society to formulate 
some practical means of carrying out His Eminence’s suggestion. 
This was seconded by Mr Britten and carried. 

The Rev. E. Henson proposed that the Very Rev. Fabian Dix, 
O.P., the Rev. John Rory Fletcher, the Marquis de Ruvigny, and 
Dr Williamson be elected members of the Council for three years. 
Seconded by Mr C. J. Munich and carried. 

Major Vaughan, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Council 
and Officers of the Society, said that they had worked at much 
self-sacrifice, and the result of their efforts was seen in the present 
magnificent position of the Society. 

Seconded by the Rev. J. R. Fletcher and carried. 

Canon Burton proposed a vote of thanks to Cardinal Gasquet 
for presiding and for his presidential address, and to the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Westminster for allowing the meeting to be held at 
Archbishop’s House. Cardinal Gasquet would understand, without 
many words, the feelings of all the members of that Society towards 
him—a feeling of personal affection; and year after year His Emi- 
nence showed his great interest in that Society by his regular at- 
tendance. d 

Father J. Pollen seconded, and Cardinal Gasquet Tesponded: 
concluding his thanks by saying: “I wish every success to the 
Society and more power to the elbow of the Council in their efforts 
to further the completion of Mr Gillow’s great dictionary as a 
monument to his memory.”
